Adopters who'll 
be true to their 
pets are sought

The Virginia Beach Society for 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals (SPCA) is a picky, choosy 
organization. Though roughly 
5,000 of the animals that are 
brought in each year are euthanized, 
the SPCA is still careful about 
whom it will let adopt Apd for 
good reason. 

The SPCA, on Holland Road, 
likes adopters like David Brown, 
26, a Chimney Hill resident who's 
in the Navy. Brown, a bachelor 
who had one cat already, Keasha, 
decided weeks ago he had the time, 
money and energy to take care of 
one more cat. He frequented the 
shelter on Holland Road looking for 
a black long-haired cat that was al- 



ready neutered or spayed and de- 
clawed. Finally, he found one, 
named it Simon and brought it 
home, with food, cat toys, a litter 
box and a companion cat already 
waiting to welcome it. 

Dan Keller, the SPCA's kennel 
manager, said the SPCA screens 
potential adopters, looking for peo- 
ple like Brown who take pet Sidop- 
tion seriously and have the means 
to properly care for the pet. 

"We want pe(q)le to «k)pt who 
are willing to m^e a commitment 
to taking care of the pet, and who 
will make sacrifices, if necessary, 
to do so," Keller said. 

What Keller doesn't want are 
people who impulsively pick out a 
pet, perhaps just because it's cute. 
He doesn't want adopters who 
months or years later, will tire of 
caring for the pet and either neglect 
it or bring it back to the shelter. 

The shelter takes in roughly 
7,600 pets a year and 70 percent of 
these come from pet owners who 
don't want their pets anymore. 



Keller said, the rest being strays. 

Keller, who's in charge of decid- 
ing how long the shelter will keep 
each pet. said it doesn't bother him 
so much to know pets are being 
euthanized (which is necessary to 
control the pet population) as peo- 
(de's "ignorance" does.

"Many people just don't under- 
stand the responsibility of caring 
for a pet," he said. 

To adopt, a person must meet a 
list of criteria, and contract to take 
the pet to a veterinarian for a 
checkup within seven days of adop- 
tion. The person must have the an- 



imal spayed or neutered, if it is not 
already and must have a home 
environment suitable for it. Large 
dogs, for instance, can only be 
adopted by people with fenced-in 
yards. 

Even if the persm meets all the 
criteria, the SPCA can still refuse 
an adoption. 

"We engage people in conversa- 
tion and can tell by their attitude if 
they'll be good owners," said 
Juanita Pearce, of the SPCA. 

She and Keller said signs of a 
"good adoption" are people who 
come in with a feel for what they 
want, as Brown did, take their time 
picking a pet and seriously consider 
whether they can take good care of 
it. 

Keller said it's heartwarming 
when he sees an adoption like this 
lake place. 

"When 1 see people, especially 
older people, corne in and look and 
look and finally pick out a pet with 
great deliberation, and I can tell that

The VBEA Report

The ftfst of our nation's six edu- 
cation goals is that all children 
come to school ready to learn. 
Goals three and four call for major 
improvement in students' educa- 
tional achievement. Wouldn't it be 
interesting to know teachers' per- 
ceptions of where we are today in 
relation to these goals? 

The latest Metropolitan Life 
Survey of the American Teacher 
provides some of this information. 
The teachers polled were not salty 
25-year veterans like myself They 
were fu^t-year teachers - fresh out 
of college, with not past practices. 



long-held beliefs, w track records to 
defend. 



Two-part Survey 

The Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company commissioned Louis 
Harris arid Associates to conduct the 
two-part survey. New teachers were 
polled in the fall of 1990, as they 
entered their classrooms for their 
fu^t teaching year. The following 
spring, as they concluded their first 
year in the classroom, they were 
polled again. 

The survey asked the teachers 
how they felt about this assertion: 
"Many children come to school 
with so many problems that it's 
very difficult for them to be good 
students." 

In the fall, as they began their 
ftfst school year, 28 percent of the 
teachers surveyed strongly agreed 
with that statement. By the spring, 
after a year of teaching, those 
strongly agreeing had jumped to 47 
percent 

When you add those who said 
they "somewhat agree" with the 
statement, nine out of 10 new 
teachers widi one year in the class- 
room said that many students come 
to school with problems that im- 
pede their learning. 

That is a troubling survey result 
It's one that our country must ad-

dress if we're serious about signifi- 
cantly imp-oving student learning, 
as is calloi fw in the third and 
fourth of our national education 
goals. 



Teachers Asked 

The Metropolitan Life Survey 
also asked the new teachers to look 
back on their fifst year and select 
the one thing that would have made 
diem more effective in die class- 
room. Almost half said diat having 
a skilled, experienced teacher to 
{xovide advice and assistance would 
have been most helpful. One-diird 
selected more practical training 
(such as an internship) before tak- 
ing over dieir own classrooms. 
One-fifdi chose better preparation to 
work with students and families 
from different edinic backgrounds. 

Asked after a year of teaching to 
say what would most improve their 
effectiveness as a teacher, just over 
half chose smaller classes and better 
supplies and educational materials. 
Motc than one-fourth said more as- 
sistance in dealing widi the social 
and other prc^lems diat impede 
dieir students' ability to learn. And 



over one-fifd) chose more opportu- 
nities to work cooperatively widi 
odier teachers in their schools. 

These are not startling views. 
But they are die opinions of people 
who have bodi firsdiand experience 
and a fresh perspective. They are die 
opinions of die people who will be 
teaching America's students well 
into die next century. 

Many of die groups proposing 
education reform don't include 
classroom teachers. Many of die 
recent proposals for improving 
schools don't contain teachers' per- 
spective. This lack of teach^ input 
is all die more reason to pay close 
attention to what die teachers in 
Metropolitan Life Survey had to 
say. 

There is no doubt dial we need 
die ideas and assistance of many 
people if we're to reach our naticm's 
education goals. But it would be a 
mistake to ignore die central role 
diat teachers play in die educational 
process. 

As Ernest Boyer, one of Amer- 
ica's foremost educators, put it: 
"Whatever is wrong widi America's 
public schools cannot be fixed 
widiout help of Uiose inside die 
classroom."

As die final event approaches, 
this seems an appropriate time to 
give a brief report on some of die 
activities which have highlighted 
die history and significance of die 
Constitution during these 
bicentennial years. 

The Constitution was signed 
and adopted by the delegates to 
die federal government in 
Riiladelphia on September 17, 
1787. A number of programs 
were planned by the commission 
to commemorate dial bicenten- 
nial year.

Then the commission, assisted 
by die Francis Land Chapter 
DAR, made arrangements for a 
naturalization ceremony on July 
2, 1987. Again, die site was die 
city's historic Francis Land 
House. Following die oath, ad- 
ministered by the Honorable J. 
Calvitt Clarke, Jr., judge. U.S. 
Disu-ict Court, Lillian Katz, 
founder of die Lillian Vernon 
Corporation, shared her 
"American Dream." She was her- 
self a naturalized citizen who had 
fled Germany 50 years earlier.

amount of time the shelter, with its 
staff of 13, will keep each pet 
varies, Keller said, depending on 
such factors as the animal's health, 
appearance and how it adapts to be- 
ing in the shelter. It costs a lot to 
keep each pet, about $35 a week, 
for instance, for one dog. 

The Virginia Beach SPCA is a 
private non-profit organization that 
is not affiliated with other SPCAs.

bicentennial of the ratification of 
die Constitution by Virginia, die 
commission, in cooperation widi 
the Princess Anne Historical So- 
ciety, held a patriotic event on 
June 25, 1988, difc day of Vir- 
ginia's ratification in 1788. The 
Navy's Adantic Fleet Band played 
and 13 toasts were given on the 
lawn of U^Jer Wolfsnarc, once 
die home of Thomas Walke, del- 
egate from Princess Anne County 
to the ratification convention. 

The constitution went into ef- 
fect in 1789. The election of the 
fu^t president undo' die constitu- 
tion was commemorated by die 
commission widi a George 
Washington Day luncheon on 
February 22, 1^9, at Tanckim's 
Pine Tree Inn. The program was 
presented by two music profes- 
sors from William and Mary, 
who sang aiKl played the harpsi- 
chord. 

The Judiciary Act, estaUishing 
our federal court system, was 
signed by Presicteit Washington 
in September of 1789. But die 
Su|Heme Court did not meet undl 
February of 1790. To 
commemorate the Incaitenary of 
our unique fed»al-slstte judiciary 
system, the c(Mnmissi(Xi held an 
event on May 17, 1990, to dedi- 
cate the site of die city's new 
court complex, sdll under con- 
struction. 

The year 1991 mvks die 
bicentennial of die ratification of 
die Bill of Rights. During die 
^ng, the commission wmked 
as co-sponsor with the Tictewater 
Community College and the 
city's Library Department to ar- 
range and promote a ^ies of 
public forums with the theme, 
"Individual Rights and Civic Re- 
qxmsibililies." Imminent 
scholars, lawyos, educaios and 
city dficials pvticipated as 
members of die varicxis panels. 

Howard opened die soks (»i 
Jan. 29, 1991, widi an address (Xi 
"The Glc*al Legacy of die Bill of 



Rights." Six forums were held 
during the spring on Bill of 
Rights subjects, which continue 
to be conuoversial. These were 
stimulating and lively debates, 
and many lessons were learned. 

To celebrate Constitution 
Wedc in September, die 
commission co-sponsored, with 
Vii^^nia Wesleyan College, an 
address on die Bill of Rights by 
Dr. Timothy O'Rourke, executive 
director of die state commission. 

At the luncheon which fol- 
lowed, Robert J. BarUi, a member 
of the commission, and assistant 
dean. College of Law and Gov- 
ernment, Regent University and 
editor of the "Journal of Christian 
Jurisprudence," presented copies 
of diis journal to representatives 
from city, college and school li- 
braries. 

Sunday, Dec. 15, is Bill of 
Rights Day. On diat day in 1791, 
by vote of the General Assembly, 
Virginia became the key 1 1th 
state to ratify, making the first 
10 amendments a part of die 
Constitution. The commission 
urges die ministers, priests and 
rabbis to remind their congrega- 
tions diat weekend of America's 
legacy of religk)us freedom.

They call Back Bay resident 
Donna Vaughan's kitchen the 
Walton's Kitchen, That's because 
it's full of fresh homegrown and 
hand baked goodies, and lots of 
k)ve and laughter. 

Vaughan is a mother of three 
who was recently named Farm 
Woman of the Year by the Vir- 
ginia Farm Bureau Federation. 
She works hard to make her 
kitchen the warm and nurturing 
place that it is, filled in the 
morning with the smell of 
homemade sourdough bread, fresh 
eggs and bacon.

Vaughan, a former "city girl"

On a farm, "there is the bond- 
ing and working togethw for a 
common goal that unites a fani- 
ily and makes a closeness that is 
very special," said Vaughan, 44, 
who moonlights during the day 
as a pre-audit supervisor in the 
city of Virginia Beach finance 
department 

She and her husband, who is 
the city's commissioner of the 
revenue, plus the city's former 
Democrat party chairman, raise 
corn, wheat, soybeans, produce, 
turkey, hogs, sheep, chicken and 
cattle on their 350-acre farm, 4i 
miles south of Pungo.

School changes

Oceanfront property owners got 
an eariy Christmas present when 
City Council i^reed to spend up to 
$1.2 million to replenish the sand 
along the su-ip that has been bat- 
tered by recent storms. 

The money is the local 20 per- 
cent share of $6 million that will 
be available for the beach replen- 
ii^ment project from a special $15 
million in federal funds set up for 
the relief of east coast awnmunilks 
suffering damages from the Hal- 
loween sKwm. 

The federal government, through 
the Army Corps of Engineers, 
would provide the $4.8 million, or 
80 percent of the cost 

The local money will conw from 
$750,000 in the Capital Budget fw 
citywide sand replenishment, and 
$450,000 which will be transfcrr^ 
from the roadway «lvance land ac- 
quisition project in tl» budget 

Originally, the city had kx^ed to 
a 65 percent (federal) and 35 peewit 
(local) ^lit (or a Sandbridge beach 



replenishment program, contingent 
on legal documenution that the 
beach will remain open to the pub- 
lic. The $15 million carries no 
stipulations. 

However, Edward Bourdon, 
attorney for the Beachfront Pn^)erty 
Owners Associatk)n, informed City 
Council last week that the property 
owners wd the city staff has reached 
an agreement to provide public ac- 
cess to the beadi by deeds of ease- 
ments "to assure the oceanfront will 
forever be what it has always been .

When he was younger, they 
called him "Rusty" because of his 
roan-colored, wavy hair. 

Now in his late 40s. Rusty Gal- 
ley is bald on top and almost com- 
pletely gray at the temples and 
sideburns. At S-feet-5, his middle- 
aged paunch shows beneath his 
dark-blue vest and he needs thick 
bifocals to read price tags on the 
items offwed for sale at V.V. Vick 
Jewelers of Columbus, Ga., where 
he's the sales manager. 

It's hard to believe that two 
decades have elapsed since the 1971 
court-martial at Fort Benning, Oa., 
of 1st Ll William Laws Calley Jr.,

who led the ill-fated March 1968 
combat assault into the hamlet of 
My Lai 4 in South Vietnam's

But after 4i months - the longest 
court-martial in American military 
history - a panel of Army officers 
found Calley guilty of the premedi- 
tated murder of 22 unarmed Viet- 
namese civilians. 

Calley, at one point sentenced to 
life imprisonment at Fort Leaven- 
worth, Kan., ended up serving three 
years of house arrest in a set of 
government quarters at Fort Ben- 
ning, where his girlfriend, an 
attractive redhead named Anne 
Moore who worked with the Red 
Cross at the nearby Army hospital, 
cleaned house and shopped for him. 

Soon after Richard M. Nixon 
commuted Galley's soitence, Moore 
departed for Florida and Calley sub- 
sequently courted and won the hand 
of Penny Vick, daughter of the 
owner-founder of V.V. Vick Jewel- 
ers at Cross-Country Plaza shop- 
ping center. Galley's father-in-law 
is in his 70s and someday Rusty 
Calley will inherit the prosperous 
jewelry business he currently man- 
ages. 

When Galley and Penny Vick 
'were married in 1976, their elegant 
candlelight wedding was attended by 
the mayor of Columbus, along 
with a former Geoigia gubernatorial 
candidate and a local judge. Wedding 
music was provided by the Musco- 
gee County sheriff.

This Smith case, however, is 
different. While this situation is 
nowhere nearly as important as a 
Supreme Court nomination, it is 
important for the American public 
to see, hear and read about how a 
set of events and accusations such 
as these unfold.

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Virginia and tlie Bill of Rights

ThestoryoflheBillqfRightsisessentiaUyaVirgiiuastory.whichbegan 
in Williamsburg in the spring ofl 776 andconcludedin Richmond 15 years 
litter. This Sunday, Dec. 15. 1991. the nation commemorates the tncenten- 
nial of the Bill cf Rights. That was the day in 1791 that Virginia became 
the keylhh state to ratify, making the first 10 amendments a part of the 
United States Constinaion. 
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James Madison 



Virginians played prominent roles throughout the process - in the 
conceplion.framing and ratification of the amendments we call our Bill of 
Rights. In those days, the single act of writing down or declaring the rights 
to which all citizens were entitled constituted a revolutionary act. The 
documents endorsed by those courageous men served as models to other 
states and ultimately to the federal bill of rights. 

Now. let's turn back the clock and raise the curtain on the past as this 
historical drama ur^olds. 

Act I: The Virginia Declaration of Rights 
Williamsburg, May-June 1776 

The first scene is set in Williamsburg, where a novel activity is talcing 
place. For the first lime, a convention of Virginians is meeting to devise a 
constitution for the new Commonwealth of Virginia. It is May 15, 1776, 
and the delegates have unanimously adopted a resolution drafted by 
Edmund Pendleton, president of the convention, instnKting Virginia 
members of Congress to propose a declaration of independence. 

Now, the curtain opens on a colorful parade of Virginia soldiers pass- 
ing before a large crowd of people, who applaud wildly as the Virginia 
Resolution of Independence is read. The leaders of the convention remain 
on stage and drink three toasts to firee- 
dom, instead of the traditional 13, for 
much work remains to be done. 

The star of this act, the man respon- 
sible for drafting Virginia's bill of 
rights, arrives two days later. Pendle- 
ton has already appointed the commit- 
tee, which includes Patrick Henry, 
James Madison and Edmund Ran- 
dolph, to prepare the state constitution. 
But he decides to add George Mason, 
who proves to be the priiicipal architect 
of both tte constitution and the bill of 
rights. 

Just 1 day s later, on May 27 , Mason 
presents a draft of Virginia's Declara- 
tion of Rights. This will precede the 

constitution as the members of the committee are convinced that the 
purpose of government is to protect the safety and liberty of the people. 
Thus, they guaranteed rights to the people before granting powers to the 
new state. 

A copy of this unfinished text is promptly dispatched by Thomas 
Ludwell Lee to his brother, Richard Henry Lee, in Congress in Philadel- 
phia, and is printed in the Virginia Gazette, which is widely circulated in 
the colonies. The final bill isamended and formallyadoptedJune 12, 1776. 

This famous document, from which Thomas Jefferson apparently drew 
the opening linesof the Declaration of Independence the following month, 
begins with these words, "A Declaration of Rights, made by the good 
people of Virginia, assembled in full convention; and recommended to 
posterity as the basis and foundation of govemmenL" 

Item one of the Declaration, in Mason's handwriting, concerns equality 
and the rights of men. "That all men are by nature equally free and 
independent and have certain inherent rights, of which, when they enter 
into a stale of society, they cannot, by an compact, deprive or divest their 
posterity; namely, the enjoyment of life and liberty, with the means of 
acquiring and possessing property, and pursuing and obtaining happiness 
and safety." 

Item two identifies the peqile as the source of power, and surely 
influenced the fu^t lhr«e wwds of the Preamble of the Constitution - We 
the Pe<^le. "That all power is vested in, and consequently derived from the 
people, that magisuates are their trustees and servants, and at all times 
amenable to them." 

Item 1 5 Slates, "That no free govemmwit, or the blessing of liberty, can 
be prefaced to any people but by a finn adherence to justice, moderation, 
temperance, frugality and virtue, and by frequent recurrence to fundamen- 
tal principles." 

The 16 items of "The Virginia Declaration of Rights represented a 
distillation of the rights British Americans believed that as free men they 
naturally possessed. Just as the documents of English history had been the 
immediate ancestors of the text of the 
declaration, it in turn was the parent of 
the Bill or Rights that was added to the 
ConstiUition of the United States." 

Act II: Virginia' Statute for 
Religious Freedom 
Richmond, 1785-1786 

During the smiggle for religious free- 
dom in Virginia, James Madison ounes 
to center stage and takes a leading role. 
This act takes place in the Genoal 
Assembly in Richmond during die mid- 
1780's. Spirited debates are helping 
define the proper boundaries between 

church and state in a free society. 

The Anglican Church is the "established" church of Virginia and all 
citizens are required to pay taxes for its support. Life in Virginia is 
intolerable for Catholics and Quakers and uncomfortable for Protestant 
dissentei^. Oiqx>siti(Mi is building to seforate church and state. 

On one hand stands Patfkk Henry, the greater orator, who prt^xMcs a 
general assessment to support ministers of religion. On the o^wsite side 
is schoWy James Mjriison, who has a weak vqice but strong convictions. 
In 1785, he writes A Memorial and Remonstrance against Religious 
Assessments, which is disuibuted by Mason during the summer recess. 

"Government's role," Madison concluded, is simple: "protecting every 
Citizen in the enjoyment of his Religion with the same equal hand which 
I»otccts his pCTSon and his [Hopaiy; by neither inv«ling the equal rights 
of any Sect, nor suffering any Sect to invade those of another." 

This ireali.se clearly explains Madison's views on religious freedom and 
persuades members of the General Assembly to approve in January 1786 




Geoife Mason 




The city of Virginia Beach and the Constitution's Celebration 
Commission invites the community to join in commenorating the 
bicentennial of the Bill of rights Day on Sunday, Dec. 1 5 at 2 p.m.

Virginia's Statute for Religious Freedom - a document written almost a 
decade earlier by Thomas Jefferson, now minister to France. For the first 
time, a law is enacted establishing freedom of religion. 

The statute proclaims: "That no man shall be compelled to frequent or 
support any religious worship, place, or ministry whatsoever, nor shall be 
enforced, resuained, molested, or burthened in his body or goods, now 
shall otherwise suffer on account of his religious opinions or belief; but 
that all men shall be free to profess, and by argument to maintain, their 
opinion in matters of religion, and that the same shall in no wise diminish, 
enlarge, or affect their civil capacities." 

Its impact is seen later in Article VI of the Constitution: "No religious 
Test shall ever be required as a Qualification to any Office or public Trust 
under the United States," and in the first clause of the First Amendment 
"Congress shall make no law respecting an establishment of religion, or 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof." 

Act III: The United States Constitution 

Philadelphia, May-September 1787 

The principal actors are the Virginians, who take leading roles. But 
strong supporting roles belong to the rest of the 55 delegates attending the 
constitutional convention. George Washington presides. James Madison 
prepares the Virginia Plan, which becomes a kind of blue print for the 
Constitution after it is presented by Virginia Governor Edmund Randolph. 
George Mason is active in most of the debates. 

The nation's first constitution, the Articles of Confederation, had a 
major flaw - requiring unanimous approval of any alteration. Although 
many amendments were proposed, not one passed. During the debates 
over the new Constitution, Mason speaks of the necessity of an amending 
clause. 

"The plan now to be formed will certainly be defective, as the Confed- 
eration has been found on trial to be. Amendments therefore will be 
necessary, and it will be better to provide for them, in an easy, regular and 
Constitutional way then to trust to chance and violence." These comments 
lead to the drafting of Article V. 

When the Committee of Style presents the polished constitution for 
consideration on Wednesday, September 12, 1787, Mason expressed the 
wish that "the plan had been prefaced with a bill of rights. It would give 
great quiet to the people." Elbridge Gerry moves for the preparation of 
such a bill, seconded by Mason, but the motion fails. Even Virginia votes 
no. 

That vole sets the stage for the climax of the drama on September 17, 
1787, at the signing ceremony. Virginians lake divergent paths. Washing- 
ton and John Blair sign. So does Madison, a Federalist who becomes an 
advocate for its ratification. Governor Randolph refuses to sign, but 
changes his mind the next year at Virginia's ratification convention. 

George Mason refuses to sign the Constitution for several reasons - 
there is no bill of rights and the new ConstiUition permits the continuation 
of slavery. Mason became a strong opponent of ratification. While still in 
Philadelphia, he wrote his "Objections to the Constitution," which soon 
appeared in pamphlet form. 

Act IV: Ratification of Constitution by Virginia 
Richmond, June 1788 

The ratification struggle of 1787-1788 is the fu-st national political 
campaign. This contest between Federalists and Anti-federalists has been 
called the seedtime of American party politics. The battlefield moves to 
Richmond where Virginia's Rati fication Convention is meeting. The stage 
is set for a long, heated debate. 

The Ami-Federalists appear to have the strongest voices. Patrick Henry 
had refused to be a delegate to the Constitutional Convention, and now 
opposes the document vociferously. He fears the power of a central 
government and wants to preserve the sovereignty of the states. 

The Federalists are led by the quiet, erudite Madison. He is now joined 
by an articulate young lawyer, destined to play a major future role. "John 
Marshall, now in his thirty-third year, was a great su-ength to the Consti- 
tutionalists . . . The assembly knew Marshall, respected him for his 
soldieriy record in the Revolution and loved him for his sociability ..." 

Among the stars and orators, it is Edmund Randolph who supplies the 
shock and surprise of the convention. All of the delegates are aware that 
he refused to sign the Constitution. Now, on June 4, 1788 the first day of 
full debate, the governor rises and makes his declaration. "He stood, then, 
to express his earnest endeavors for a firm, energetic government, and to 
concur in any practical schemeof amendments. Randolph, in short, was for 
the Constitution." 

The issue of ratification boils down to the basic question of how much 
power the federal government should have. Arguments rage for three long, 
hot weeks. Then on June 25, 1788, Virginia ratifies the Constitution by die 
narrow margin of 10 votes. Had five delegates changed their minds, the 
convention could have been deadlocked! 

But the Anti-Federalists has conceded after securing a pledge that 
amendments will be submitted. A list of twenty proposed amendments 
concerning individual rights is prepared by Henry and Mason to be sent 
with the ratification notification. 

Mason then retires from the stage, refusing to be a candidate for the 
Senate in the new Federal Congress. He will live to see the ratification of 
the Bill of Rights, but the end of slavery will come only after a bloody Civil 
War and the ratification of the 13th Am«tdment in 1865. 

Madison loses his bid for a Senate seat, but wins election to the House 
of Representatives against James Monroe, an ardent Anti-Federalist 
Madison owned his victory to a pledge to w(wk for amendments dealing 
with po^nal freedom - "particularly the rights of Conscience in the fullest 
latitude." 

Act V: First Amendments Proposed and Ratified 
Scene 1: New York in 1789 
Scene 2: Richmond in 1791 

The ConstittiUon goes into effect March 4, 1 789. but the First Congrcs 
fails to achieve a quorum on that day. Finally, the electoral votes cm b< 
counted and Washington is declared the first president and inaugurated ii 
New York on April 30, 1789. 

One of the first acts of the new fedoal government is to change the 
ConstitutkMi under which it has been ^ablished. This scene opens on June 

8, 1789 K Congressman James Malison, tnie to his word, proposes 
amendments that include guarantees of individual liberty. Having studied 
some 200 poised amendments from the various states, Madison later 
submits 19 for consideraticxi by die Coogress. 

Tlwre is strong opposition at firS and many arguments. Some think 
changes are unnecessary, even dangwous. CHhers suspect ffli attempt to 
undo the government But with the influential support of President 
Washington, a feltow Virginia, Madison fmally saures the approval by 
Congress of 12 amoidments. Oi September 25. 1789. these proposed 
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Governor Wilder

The VBEA Report

While school personnel were on 
a long awaited, well deserved. 
Thanksgiving holiday. Governor 
Wilder announced his intention to 
propose his 1992-94 budget w ith 
no additional monies for teacher 
salaries. 

If the governor has his way, \ Vir- 
ginia's teachers will not see any 
salary increase until Septemloer, 
1994! Coupled with figures that 
show Virginia teachers' sahvies 
have fallen $2,415 behind thf; na- 
tional average, projections of con- 
tinued increases in health insurance 
premiums, and inflation, whau was 
a bleak October picture now be- 
comes a December disaster. Will 
Virginia's teachers lose aniother 
$2,000 to the national average dur- 
ing the last two years of Wilder's 
administration to matchi the 
$2,000+ lost during the first two? 

Education for Virginia's chiildren 
cannot continue this drsimatic 
plummet. Now is the time for 
leaders with vision to assert the 
need for a reordering of pri orities. 
Virginia has the 11th highest per 
capita income in the nation. Yet 
our tax ranking if 44th. Our sales 
tax is the lowest in the region. Our 
cigarette tax is the lowest in the 
nation. Our corporate tax rate is 
55% of the national average. VEA 
President Rob Jones slated it well. 
"Now is the time to restoire fiscal 
sanity" to Virginia's economic 
policies and its tax structure, he 
said in a press release. Joi.ies con- 
tinued, "Has the Governor aban- 
doned his campaign promises" to 
put Virginia on an education par 
with the nation? 

In early November, VEA mem- 
bers collected more than 45,000 
signature on petition of urgency for 
educational funding. Those peti- 
tions were delivered to Education 
Secretary James Dyke on November 



more d ramatically. 

16. lOyke, when receiving the peti- 
tions, assured local presidents from 
across the state that priorities 
needei 1 to be revisited to see that 
educati> on was not further harmed by 
economuc hard times. Later in 
Novemt«r, Secretary of Finance 
Paul Tim merick indicated to Presi- 
dent Jone. s that options were being 
explored ic > capture revenues for ed- 
ucation. In a letter to Jones dated 
November 19, Wilder recognized 
the VEA p osition on teachers' 
salary increase ss and gave no indica- 
tion of hiis plai. is for a recommended 
freeze. \/EA mi ambers learned of the 
proposal over th eir morning cups of 
cofi"ee. 

Where do we' turn? Our only 
source cif relief laj « squarely on the 
shoulders of the ,140 members of 
the 199'.'. General /Assembly. They 
have the responsibilUy for develop- 
ing and passing the 1992-94 bien- 
nium ibudget. It will take 
phenom(;nal involvem ent of every 
school employee and e very citizen 
in Virginia to convince elected 
officials That increasedl user fees and 
corporate'., sales, and even income 
taxes are necessary to pn'-serve the 
integrity of our edu.cational sys- 
tems. Oui- localities cannot l« asked 
I'o carry tl le load alone. 

It is iiiTportant to note u'lat a 
freeze in teacher salaries afl'ccts 
other schc lol employees even more 
dramatically. Although the state 
funds very little for suppot t 
salaries, tfiose employ ees ttadition- 
ally receiv e the same ixrcentage in- 
cirease as those given teachers. 
Slupport pe rsonnel arc low paid po- 
sitions. Increases in health premi- 
ums and other fringe benefits in- 
cnDases taki; an even larger cut out 
of already si nail paychecks. 

Our cities' and counties are buck- 
ling under t he strain. The citizens 
miust act nov v and for the next three 
months to ge t your message of need 
aciross to those in the position of 
po wer. Call j /our senator and house 
me mbers. Wi ite the Go>'em and tell 
him you feel. Write a letter to your 
local news et litor and tell how the 
current budget cuts are affecting 
your children i. Make the commit- 
memt to youi ■ future and to your 
children and t ake action now to se- 
cure their - an( 1 your - tomorrow.

Within two months, n«ificati(m of rttificatitxi begins coming to Con- 
gress firwn various state legislatures. On November 20, 1789, New J«sey 
becomes the first state to ratify, followed in Deconber by Maryland and 
North Carolina. In January of 1 790, South QaoUna. New Hampshire and 
Delawiue af^nove. New York ratifies in February. Pennsylvania in march 
uid lUKxk Island in June. 




Holding out for more radical changes, Virgmia delays its decision fin- 
nearly two years. It is December of 1 79 1 when the next scene opens during 
debates in the General Assembly, in Richmond, Virginia. 

The amending clause of the Constitution required the ratification by 
three-fourths of the states. With Vermont admitted as the fourteenth state, 
ratificationby 1 1 states is now necessary if theamendmentsaretobeadded 
totheConstitution. Even that had been grounds for debate earlier. Madison 
had pressed diat the amendments be incorporated into the main docu- 
ment, but Congress decided they will be added at the end of the 
Constitution. 

In November of 1 791 , Vermont ratifies the amendments, becoming the 
10th state to do so. Finally, after bitter debate, Virginia ratifies all proposed 
amendments on Decembo- 1 5, 179 1 , and die first ten amendments become 
a part of the Constitution. 

Two of die proposed amendments failed to receive die necessary 
support, and duee of die original 13 states - Connecticut, Georgia and 
Massachusetts - do not boUier to ratify die Bill of Rights. They correct Uiis 
omission in 1939, die 1 SOdi anniversary of its submission to the states. All 
odier states entering die Union after 1 79 1 formally accept die ConstiUition 
and its amendments when admitted. 

These amendments, (Stained by peaceful legislation, marked die begin- 
ning of a true Novus Ordo Seclorum • new world order! 

Epilogue 

In England, laws enacted by Parliament are conclusively valid. But in 
die United States, enactments of Congress must conform to die 
Constitution. This doctrine of die supremacy of the Constitution through 
judicial review is peculiar tot he American GovemmenL 

This power was established in 1803 by a Virginian, Chief Justice John 
Marehall. In die landmark decision in Marbury v. Madison (5 U.S. 137), 
the Supreme Court assumed die right to declare an act of Congress 
unconstitutional. Marshall's argument was that "where die will of the 
Legislature expressed in its statutes, is opposed tot he sovereign will of the 
people, as declared in the Constitution, the judges should give effect to the 
Constitution and not to die statutes." 

When ratified in 1791, the Bill of Rights applied only to die federal 
government. Then die Udi Amendment, ratified in 1868, placed new 
restrictions (mi rni die power of die states. Using die "due process" and 
"equal protection" clauses of diat amendment, the Supreme Court has 
nationalized die Biil of Rights, making it applicable to die states. In asense, 
creating a second bill of rights. 

"As a plan for die new nation, die U.S. Constitution was forcefully 
disputed from die beginning. The Federalist/Anti-Federalists debates, 
some of die most peneu^ting and vocal of which took place in Virginia, 
' defined an issue diat remains central to American political life: that is, what 
is the proper role of the federal government in die affairs of citizens and of 
the states diemselves. Apart from diis ingrained and continuing contro- 
versy lie specific but often far-reaching questions of constitutional inter- 
pretation, widi the Supreme Court designated as the final arbiter in die 
interpretive process. But throughout its history, and especially in recent 
decades, die Court's decisions - on abortion, on pornography, on segrega- 
tKNi fflid busing, on the rights of the accused, on questions of free speech, 
freedom of the press, and the free exercise of religion - have often been as 
controversial as the issues themselves." 

Should our Founding Fadiers return today, diey would likely be sur- 
prised at die role the Supreme Court has assumed since its creation in 1789, 
and dioe is no end to this story . The debate goes on , so diere can be no final 
curtain.

during the Vietnam War, the VC 
had fled by die time the men of 
Charlie Company began dieir as- 
sault at 0730 hours. Instead of die 
determined, bard-core enemy that 
Calley and his men expected to 
fight, diey encountered the village 
elders, along with wives, children 
and infants. 

Charlie Company, in its initial 
3 J months in Vietnam, was being 
decimated by an unseen enemy 
whose mines and booby traps were 
thinning its ranks. So the unit was 
poised to lake revenge on the 48di 
VC Battalion. 

When the enemy soldiers van- 
ished from My Lai 4, Calley was 
powerless to stop his frustrated in- 
fantrymen from firing blindly into 
die hamlet's civilian residents. He 
was personally charged with 102 
murders and convicted of 22. It's 
conceivable that as many as 500 
My Lai residents may have been 
slaughtered that tragic day. 

And 20 years after Calley's con- 
viction, he greets Christmas shop- 
pers near the doorway of V. V. Vick 
Jewelers, way down in Columbus, 
Ga. You'd never believe that this 
short, balding, middle-aged man 
was the central figure back in 1971 
in a true-life TV drama - "The 
Court-Marual of Lt. Calley" - diat 
mesmerized die nation and made all 
Americans look deep into their 
hearts.

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New fitness equipment 
Is a real gift for the heart 



Seven Beach 
schools received 
special gamefields

The heart is a hollow, muscular 
organ that pumps blood through the 
body. And Tidewater Health Care is 
doing its best to try and protect the 
hearts of Virginia Beach residents, 
starting at an early age. 

Just recently, Virginia Beach and 
Portsmouth General hospitals do- 
nated exercise equipment called 
"gamefields" to five Virginia Beach 
public elementary schools, and two 
private school in the city, as part of 
the a cardio-vascular fimess cam- 



paign. 



The gamefields come with spe- 
cial directions and can be used in a 
variety of ways, such as for 
pullups, pushups, leg lifts and sit- 
ups. 

"Kids think they're really neat," 
said John Kalokay, principal at 
Glenwood Elementary, the first 
school to receive the equipment. 
The other schools include Malibu, 
Point O'View, Alanton and Trant- 
wood elementary schools, Cape 
Henry Collegiate and St. Gregory's 
School. 

Each 36-by36-foot gameficld, 
cushioned with sand and bark, con- 
tains warmup stations, strengthen- 
ing stations and cool-down areas. 
The gamefields retail for about 
$15,000, but the only cost to the 
schools was the shipping, handling 
and installation, which as about

$2,500 per location. 

Donald Peccia, city schools per- 
sonnel services director for city 
schools, said there may be more 
gamefields soot. 

"We hope to expand the program 
next year. We also hope to spread 



education about protecting your 
heart," he said. 

Tidewater Health Care is taking 
part in a national campaign to edu- 
cate the public about heart fitness. 
The gamefields were designed to be 
used by students, and also by the 
public. The public is invited to use 
them freely, so long as school is 



not in session. Each station comes 
with directions. 

"These are really good fitness 
courts," said Robert Pcarsall, prin- 
cipal of Malibu Elementary. "Ours 
is not ready for use yet, but every- 
one is waiting for the chance to tty 
it out." 

Kalokay said that at Glenwood, 



the gamefield is already popular. 

"Parents use it. Kids enjoy it. 
We had a PTA meeting and ev- 
erybody talked about it," he said. 
"This will help us all become 
healthier and more aware of our 
heart's health."

School homework 
made easy; just a 
phone call away 



Homework hotline 
helps students and 
parents get ahead

What happens when Junior is 
home alone and gels stuck on a 
homework question? What hap- 
pens if Mom or Dad doesn't un- 
derstand Junior's homework, ei- 
ther? Junior can call the home- 
work hotline, where teachers can 
help him work through the prob- 
lem to find an answer. 

'There are so many (children) 
at home alone when nobody is 
there to help them," said Bonnie 
Crane, a fifth grade teacher at 
Point O'View Elementary School 
in Kempsville. 

The homework hotline for first 
to sixth-graders is based at Point 
O'View. Its hours run from 5 to 
7:30 p.m. Monday through 
Thursday. Of the 50 to 55 teach- 
ers employed at the Khool, about 
20 arc involved in the project. 
The city pays the teachers by the 
hour to participate in the after- 
school program. 

"It's pretty popular with the 
kids," said Crane. "A lot of kids 
are home alone. It's pretty popu- 
lar with the parents, too." 

The elementary teachers signup 
to take turns on the hotline. Each 
night, two primary teachers from 
grades one to three, two elemen- 
tary teachers from grades four to

six wd one person serving as re- 
ceptionist run the hotline. Tljey 
receive as many as 30 or 40 calls 
on some nights, much less on 
others. 

Michelle Halleen, a second 
grade teacher at Point O'View 
who works on the homework 
hotline, said there are more calls 
from upper grade students than 
the primary grades. 

"I think that with the older 
grades, the assignments are 
longer and harder," said Halleen. 

Although the elementary hot- 
line is prepared to answer ques- 
tions about english, math and 
language arts. Crane said they re- 
ceive the most calls about math 
problems. 

"Long division questions are 



preuy frequent," said Crane. "We 
ask the child to have a pencil and 
paper ready. We don't like to give 
the answer right away, we go 
through the problem step-by- 
step." 

There is also a hotline for ju- 
nior high and high school stu- 
dents. 

The junior high school home- 
work hotline is based out of 
Salem Junior High School. 

Maria Cooper, an eighth grade 
physical science teacher at Salem, 
works its hotline on Wednesdays, 
She agrees that most questions 
are about math, although they 
have a fair number of english lit- 
erature questions as well. 

Salem's hotline is run by one 
english teacher and two math 
teachers, and is set-up in the li- 
brary. The english teacher gener- 
ally answers the phone calls. 

For both hotlines, the child's 
school and grade are noted. 
Cooper sakl they have many of 
the same students calling, and 
that more of the re Salem stu- 
dents than from any other school.

Supplies, job performances forced council's hand

Despite protests, • 
support of mayor, 
new changes coming 

The hundreds of citizens who had 
their "day in court" last week but 
didn't like the v»dk:t will have an- 
other chance at the polls in May to 
make themselves heard. 

The s;hool patrtms, students and 
teachers who crowded into the 
standing room only Council 
Chambers and overflowed into the 
halls left liule doubt that tbcy were 
not going to take their defeat 
lightly. 

They said they wanted coiuicil to 
listen to them, but what they 
wanted was for council to heed their 
request to reuin two Sclwol Board 
members which the hundreds, who 
represented thousands according to 
petitions, are considered to be v^ 
suong advocates for siudenu and 
education. 

At least five council members 
thought otherwise and later a sixth 



who had originally been on the 
other side moved over in the inter- 
est of avoiding a continuation of 
the controversial School Board ap- 
pointment process. 

As a result. School Board 
Chairman Gregory Stillman and 
board member Ulysses V. Spiva 
lost their at-large positions on the 
board to Edward Kreyling Jr., 68, 
president of the Seabreeze Civic 
League and retired vice president of 
fmance for Nwfolk Southern, and 
Louisa Strayhoni, a problem-solv- 
ing specialist on the corpwatc staff 
of Sentara Health Systems. 

Appointmenu to other School 
Board seats were sandwichnl be- 
tween the manthon debate and the 
Kreyting^tiayhan appointments. 
Without comment, council unani- 
mously reelected Samuel W. 
Meekins to the Kempsville Bor- 
ough seat, and named June Kemutt 
to nil a vacant Pungo seat. 

Councilman William D. Ses- 
soms Jr. prevcntwl a tic vote (only 
10 members were present because 
Councilman James W. Brazier Jr. 
Was on vacation) by ihrowirfg his 
lot in with the maprity. The two 



new School Board members were 
elected by a 6-0 vote with the other 
four council members choosing to 
abstain rather than vote against the 



Clanan. 

Voting in the minority with 
Sessoms were Mayor Meyera 
Obemdarf, Vice Mayor Robert E.

Sessoms said that he made his 
Vision two weeks ago when the 
council had an informal vote in ex- 
ecutive session, showing that six 
council members wanted to oust 
Stillman and Spiva. They were, 
Councilmen Paul J. Lanteigne, 
Brazier.

Clybum and Councilwoman Nancy

Sessoms said last week that it 
was "clear that the majority on 
council was not with me.

Glenwood's principal, John Kalokay, was on the marie when 
he said the new equipment is a surprise and a blessing. "I think 
it's a definite plus. Parents use it. Kids enjoy it It's really good 
for everybody," he said. 

"This will help promote good physical as well as mental 
health." 

The gift, part of a fitness campaign called Campaign 2000, 
really was a surprise for these schools. 

"I didn't even know about it until the fall," said Robert 
Pearsall, principal of Malibu Elementary.

TQM helps employees improve service quality

fined a new management philoso- 
phy called Toial Quality Manage- 
ment (TQM) and provided some in- 
sight as to why the city is adopting 
it. Before I provide you with infor- 
mation on its fundamental inter- 
workings, let me refresh your 
memory. 




The Mayor's Report

First develqjed, expanded and 
taught by Dr. W. Edwards Deming 
to the Japanese in the early 1950's, 
TQM is a leadership technique that 
uses employees' ideas to continu- 
ously improve the processes and 



quai' : V of services provided by the 
city. Not surprisingly, a philoso- 
phy that emi*asizes knowing what 
yf IT customer wants and involving 
e iiployees in process improvement 
can be quite an effrotive {soblem 
solving tool for any organization. 

Our city, not unlike oUicr locali- 
ties, is grappling with the issues of 
dwindling federal and slate funds, 
declining military ^)aiding and a 
pausing of economic activity. 
Through improved work processes 
and employment empowerment, 
TQM will help us with the difficult 
task of balancing the city coffers 
and providing quality services to 
our residents. 

The heart and soul of TQM are 
Dr. Deming's 14 points around 
which the entire philosophy re- 
volves; these points arc outlined 
below: 

1. Create a constancy of purpose 
toward the never-ending improve- 
ment of public service and all the 
processes that provide them. The 
goal is ever-increasing taxpayer 
satisfaction, and the creation of the 
best managed local government 
possible. 

2. Adopt the new philosophy for 
a new economic and managerial 
age. 

3. We presently determme the

with the principles of TQM, and eager to

inadequacies of our system after the 
fact - through audits, grievances, 
complaints, failures and investiga- 
tions; instead, we must learn to de- 
sign quality processes in the plan- 
ning^tage and keep monitoring and 
improving them forever. 

4. End the practice of awarding 
business on the basis of the initial 
price tag alone. Our decisions to 
purchase must be based on the total 
cost of the iffoduct or service 
through the life cycle of our and our 
customer's use of it. 

5. Improve constantly and for- 
evCT, every activity of government 



to improve quality and productivity 
and thus decrease costs to the citi- 
zens. 

6. Institute training and educa- 
tion on the job. 

7. Institute supervision. The aim 
of supervision is to help people and 
machines to do a better job. 

8. Drive out fear so that every- 
one may woilc effectively for the 
organization. 

9. Break down barriers between 
agencies and within agencies. We 
need to work together as a team to 
foresee community needs and ser- 
vice delivery problems. 



10. Eliminate slogans and per- 
formance of productivity measures 
aimed at the workforce. These only 
create adversial relationships. Most 
causes of low quality and 
productivity are system problems 
over which the workforce has no 
control. 

11. Eliminate work standards 
that pr^tscribes numerical quotas; 
instead, substitute assistance and 
helpful supervision. 

12. Remove the barriers that 
keep employees from doing high 
quality work. The responsibility of 
supervisors must be changed from 
urging quantity to coaching quality. 

13. Institute a vigorous program 
of job-skill-specific education and 
retraining. New skills arc required 
for changes in technique, processes 
and services. 

14. Put everybody in the 
organization to work in teams to 
accomplish the transformation. 



Of course, each of these points 
can be expanded on, and there arc 
additional tools of TQM such as 
Statistical Process Control and 
Process Improvement Teams. But 
the 14 points are the glue that holds 
TQM together, and these critical 
points all have the central theme of 
knowing what your customer 
wants, having employees partici- 
pate in the decision-making pro- 
cess, and improving (continuously) 
the work processes. 

TQM is still in its infancy in 
Virginia Beach. But I welcome the 
use of quality management, and I 
am proud to sec employees armed 
with the principles of TQM, and 
eager to attack tte challenges facing 
the city.

to follow along with the ques- 
tions. The student or parent that 
calls will identify the question, 
and the teacher will follow in the 
book. 
Parents are frequent callers. 
"Sometimes parents do call," 
said Crane. "They might call be- 
cause they're not sure how to an- 
swer questions. Sometimes they 
want to answer a question as the 
teacher would." 

William Keen, assistant prin- 
cipal at Salem, said some math 
assignments arc above what the 
parents can help students with. 

"They get to a level where 
their parents don't understand the 
same terms," said Keen. "Math 
has changed somewhat in 20 
years." 

In some cases. Keen said stu- 
dents go farther in education than 
their parents. 

'in other cases," said Keen, 
"the parents say 'you figure it 
out.' The (students) take it upon 
themselves to call." Cooper said 
that it is, in fact, better for stu- 
dents at this age to do homework 
by themselves. 

"I would like to sec more par- 
ents checking their homework 
when it's done," said Cooper. 

Cooper said that many English 
is a Second Language (ESL) stu- 
dents call when they have diffi- 



culties understanding instructions 
or word meanings. 

Halleen said that they fre- 
quently get calls from bilingual 
parents. 

Rebecca Heller, a Point 
O'View third grade teacher, re- 
cently walked a spanish-speaking 
parent and child through some 
homework when they could not 
understand the textbook. 

"What a challenge!," she said, 
when she hung up the phone. 

Halleen and Crane said that 
most children just call for reas- 
surance. 

"Some kids are not sure of 
themselves," said Doris Stevens, 
a teaching assistant. "They need 
help." 

Cooper said that the extra 
assurance of having correct an- 
swers to homework questions is 
helpful in the classroom. 

"The student will come into 
class with positive reinforce- 
ment," said Cooper. "To know 
ahead of time that you have a 
clear grasp of what the teacher is 
talking about gives confidence." 

The homework hotlines run 
from 5 to 7:30 p.m. Monday 
through Thursday, while school 
is in session. Hotline numbers 
are 473-5285 for grades first 
through sixth, 474-8466 for 
grades seven to nine, and 474- 
8540 for grades 10-12.

The VBEA Report

That seems to be the question 
of the hour. 

The terms of office for Reba 
McClanan, Harold Heischober 
and John Baum end on June 30. 
If they seek re-election, no doubt 
thousands of voters will remem- 
ber their actions and vole accord- 
ingly. But it is unlikely that the 
VBEA will use their votes for 



Stillman's and Spiva's dismissal 
as the sole criteria in its political 
action activities this spring. Even 
though it is easier to wage a 
negative campaign against 
particular candidates, VBEA's 
political track record has been 
pro-active. 

VBEA has been obtaining 
written questionnaires, conduct- 
ing interviews and endorsing City 
Council candidates siirce the early 
1970s. In some elections, the 
endorsements seemed to make a 
difference. In other elections, 
more pressing issues captured 
voters priorities. 

Over the years, VBEA's 
political action committee has 
focused on issues that are impor- 
tant to educators such as: 1 . Open 
communications with the admin- 
istration and School Board. 2. 
Reduction of class size. 3. 
Salarie|,at least at the national 
average. 4. Vouchers and tuition 
tax credits. 5. Appointment of 
School Board members that arc 



accessible and open to the public. 
6. Adequate funding of education. 

Considering the support for , 
education in the community, why 
has Virginia Beach lead the state 
in low pcr-pupil costs and outra- 
geously high class size? The an- 
swer is that backroom politics 
has kept them non-issues. 

Once in the early '80's, the city 
manager, George Hanbury, cut 
the schools budget by $6 mil- 
lion. Former Superintendent Ed 
Brickell, at least for that year, 
was unwilling to abide by the 
slice of the pie being offered. 
There was a huge outcry from 
VBEA and the administration. 
Thousands of teachers besieged 
City Hall. Some of the cuts were 
restored, but hard feelings lin- 
gered between the board and 
council and their respective ad- 
ministration. 

Since the economy and growth 
were hot, it was easy for the 
powerbrokers to strike a deal. 



Year after year, council would 
appropriate exactly what the 
School Board requested. Council 
members would piously say that 
they gave the schools everything 
that had been requested. In reality, 
the School Board was requesting 
only what the boys in the back 
room said they could request, not 
what the true funding needs of the 
school really were. 

The budgets (capital improve- 
ment plans) for building new 
schools have been conu-ollcd in 
the same fashion. The bottom 
line is that the School Board 
would always stay within the pa- 
rameters set by the city, until 
this year. Stillman's board broke 
ranks with that tfadilion. The two 
most outspoken leaders of the 
coup have been punished. 

It remains to be seen if the 
School Board and adminisu-ation 
will gel back in line or continue 
10 speak out for the true educa- 
lional needs of the children of 
this city. If school board advo- 
cacy continues, the incumbents' 
true priorities will be lad bare and 
the citizens of Virginia Beach can 
decide if they truly want to pay 
for high quality schools. VBEA- 
PACE will work tirelessly to sec 
that they have that choice.

Most Virginians Beach residents, 
however, buy their trees fi-om retail 
lots, such as those at grocery stores 
and shopping malls. When choos- 
ing a tree from a retail lot, the most 
important thing to do is to check 
for freshness. 

Pick up the tree a few inches off 
the ground and drop it back down 
again. 

If needles drop off from the out- 
side of the tree, it may not be 
fresh. Although some needles from 
any uees will fall off, those on the 
outside should be flexible and 
fmnly attached. 

Retail lot shoppers should also 
make sure trees have a good, green 



color. Trees that have a faded yel- 
low color many times are faded be- 
cause they're dried out. 

Finally, when you get your tree 
home, whether it's from a choose- 



and cut farm or a retail lot, there arc 
some important tips to follow.

Her request was met with ap- 
plause and although Oberndorf 
asked the audience to refrain from 
clapping, the assemblage continued 
to applaud and shout out approval 
for their speakers. Other speakers, 
including the council members, 
were not treated so kindly. 

THE SPEAKERS GEN- 
ERALLY criticized council for 
wanting to remove from the board 
two individuals who have been 
outspoken and have requested more 
funds for schools. This was the 
first year that the council has not 
fully funded the School Board's re- 
quested Capital Improvement Pro- 
gram. 

Mitchell said that one of the rea- 
sons given for appointing new 
members was that a change was 
needed. She said the last thing the 
city needs is a change after four 
years of short-term school superin- 
tendents. 

She said that Baum indicated that 
he was angry about the way Still- 
man handled the city's legal affairs. 
Stillman's law firm represented the 
city in the suits arising from the 
downzoning by council in the 
southern part of the city. She said 
that Stillman was criticized for 
asking for money when the schools 
must have adequate funds. She said 
that the most outspoken advocates 
for the schools lost their jobs be- 
cause they were doing "what we 
asked them to do." 

"We need a board that can make 
decisions; we can't trust council. 
There's an acute lack of vision 
where schools are concerned," 
Mitchell said. 

She said that all the people will 
work tirelessly against the reelec- 
tion of all the council members 
who voted against the reinstatement 
of the board members. 

When Lanteigne started to address 
started to address her, Mitchell said 
accusingly, "You took an adversar- 
ial role and debated me on every is- 
sue." 

Mitchell recently organized a 
rally at the 24th Street and the 
Beachfront after reports about the 
executive session got out. 

Aubin Hooker, a First Colonial 
High School student, with the as- 
sistance of fellow student Lance 
Lewis, became one of the most ef- 
fective speakers when he demon- 
strated the dilapidated condition of 
the books students are expected to 
use in the city's schools. Later 
Jones said that the need for books - 
he could understand that. Thai's 
what he was looking for when he 
asked the school people how money 
would improve the schools. 

Hooker in a way defeated his own 
purpose with his success. He 
showed that he could learn very 
well from torn books, or shared 
books. 

Hooker said, however, that the 
schools desperately need outspoken 



men like Spiva and Stillman. He 
said that what should take one day 
in the science department, takes 
three days because the equipment 
has to be shared. 

He talked about faulty Bunsen 
burners, about how there are not 
enough seats to go around, how on 
Monday and Tuesday he got to sit 
on a chair and on Wednesday and 
Friday had to sit cm a heater. 

He showed the torn, falling apart 
books as Lewis handed them to 
him. "MacBeth" is indeed cursed. 
Mary Shelleys' "Frankenstein" is a 
monster. He said that Stillman was 
fired not for misuse of funds or 
poor performance but for the sup- 
port of education. "Do you realize 
what $1.2 million will buy for 
Virginia Beach K;hools?" 

Other speakers referred to the 
$1.2 million council voted as part 
of the city's share of a sand replen- 
ishment program at Sandbridge - on 
the same day as the executive ses- 
sion took place. 

Speakers also referred to the bud- 
get on roads that they did not con- 
sider essential, such as Elbow RojkI 
and Ferrell Parkway leading to 
Sandbridge. 

George Minns, president of the 
Virginia Beach chapter of the Na- 
tional Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Colored People said 
that the action is a political power 
ploy. He said that council was 
comprised of the for, the against 
and those who bounce back and 
forth. 

He said that all the four nomi- 
nees are qualified but thai Stillman 
"has pulled us through the roughest 
water we have seen. Spiva can give 
us benefits from other school sys- 
tems." Spiva, who was recently 
named president of the National 
School Board Association, will 
have to give up that position now. 

He said that the city spent 
S80O,00O to improve its image af- 
ter Greekfest in 1989 but "now is 
about to do something that will do 
more harm than all the Greek letter 
(festivals). If you thought that 
backlash from the Greekfest was 
bad, Laborfest was bad, when you 
take Stillman and Spiva off the 
School Board this beach is going to 
gel together like an avalanche." 

Minns said that Virginia Beach 
was blessed because "we have so 
many qualified people we don'i 
know what to do with them." He 
suggested reappointing Stillman 
and Spiva, but keeping Kreyling 
and Strayhom "high in your mind." 

F. Terry Elliott, who hauled in a 
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car filled with sand on which his 
five-year-old son was sitting, said 
that it was time to stop building in 
the southern part of the city and 
choose schools and children over 
rezoning, roads and unnecessary 
Sandlxidge sand. Vice president of 
the Holland PTA, he said that the 
PTA raises money for art and music 
which should be provided by the 
school budget He said that the city 
needs zs\ advocate for ediM:ation who 
considers the minds of children be- 
fore and on the beaches. 

Cheryll Tokac, president of the 
Virginia Beach Education Associa- 
tion, presented petitions signed by 
6,681 persons supporting Spiva and 
Stillman. 

Beth Mann, a government 
teacher, said that there was no rea- 
son or real justification given for 
the ousting of Spiva and Stillman. 
She said that Stillman has proven 
his leadership and Spiva, as the 
elected chairman of the National 
School Board Association, has the 
respect and admiration of his peers. 
"We're going to use the only lever- 
age we have - the vote." 

Jessica Watkins said that it is 
unbelievable ihai two men are con- 
demned for helping students. 

Cindy Robinson said that the 
schools need to make better use of 
what they are already spending - 
money is not the issue. She said 
"we (ton't need School Board mem- 
bers who rubber stamp what is 
given them by the school hierar- 
chy." 

When the schools were undergo- 
ing the controversial curriculum 
change, Susan Cofer said, Spiva 
was the only one stood alone say- 
ing that things were moving too 
fast. And why should a School 
Board member, Stillman, be pun- 
ished for an error in judgement in 
his professional career? 

Another First Colonial High 
School student, Cara Prosise, raised 
the question of freedom of speech. 

Oberndorf explained that council 
had a public hearing on Dec. 2 
when all candidates for the School 
Board and their supporters were 
given a chance to speak. 

Rita Burkhardt, of Kempsville, a 
parent and former teacher, said that 
council members exhibited a lack of 
aticnlion to the citizens. "None of 
you are interested in my opinion." 
One member, she said, said that 
Stillman and Spiva had not ex- 
plained how building schools would 
improve the education of students. 
"Money would provide students 
with a place to sit," she said. 

Rhonda Mealy asked that council 



appoint Strayhom and Strayhom, 
she said, is a prominent member of 
the community with superior abil- 
ity, and Spiva is one of the most 
articulate and knowledgeable mem- 
bers of the board who is willing to 
speak the truth. Both, like Mealy, 
arc black. She said that she was 
told that there was no way council 
would appoint two Afro-Americans 
at the same time. 

Robert W. Coffey reiterated his 
support of Kreyling initially ex- 
pressed at the Da:. 2 hearing. He 
said that the U.S. may be playing 
catehup and may be falling behind, 
a iheme expressed by other speak- 
ers. He said that Kreyling wants to 
do something about it by making 
the Virginia Beach school system 
the best in the U.S. 

Rae LeSesne, president of ihe 
Citizens Action Coalition, said that 
Vii^inia Beach needs more schools, 
that in 1985 the CAC worked to 
defeat of the school referendum 
"because we deemed it was not 
enough. Now we have School 
Board members willing to slick 
their necks out and you're chopping 
off their heads. Do you want yes 
men? We don't." 

Jim Beckstedt said that he was 
really embarrassed when those boys 
came up with the text^^ooks. "I 
voted for some of you and can't be- 
lieve it" 

Maxine Graham, a Sandbridge 
resident and supporter of the sand 
allocation, came to the project's de- 



fense. She said dial the community 
adds $5 million annually to the 
economic base of the city and that 
Virginia Beach owns 20 percent of 
all the beachfront at Sandbridge. 
"We're providing outdoor recreation 
for the people here and are not 
shown any appreciation." 

She said that a conflict of interest 
is involved in the appointment of 
Stillman to the School Board, a 
man who earned $3 million as an 
attorney for the city. She said she 
knew a lot of people who got a 
good education ih a one-room 
schoolhouse. "What Stillman was 



talking about was a 32-ccnl increase 
in the tax rate and I can't afford it" 
Mike Jenkins, of Kempsville, 
said that he couldn't understand 
"why you voted the way you did."

Salle said that over the next five 
years, Virginia Beach will spend 
millions on a capital improvement 
projects which all require sand.

the E.V. Williams operation in the 
same vicinity. 

The Williams pit, he said, is the 
only one with significant material 
to supply the city's needs, and "it 
would cost the taxpayer dearly to 
rely on a sole-source pit."

Robert Dean, an environmental- 
ist who opposed the sand replen- 
ishment decision, listed a number 
of roads, adding up to a cost of

dumping it on the ocean. "No 
other state would permit it to hap- 
pen. 

After the citizens' portion was 
concluded, Lanteigne started to re- 
ply, but members of the audience 
called out that they did not want to 
hear a political speech. He said that 
of the calls received from the public 
over the weekend, the vote was 4-1 
in favor of the incumbents. Vari- 
ous council members reptvted re- 
ceiving over 60 calls over the 
weekend. 

He said that the most politically 
wise thing for him to do was to 
change his vote, but he was not 
going to do that. 

He said that he learned that peo- 
ple got their information from the 
(Norfolk) newsi»p«8, and that if he 
had information only from the 
newspapers he "wouldn't be any 
place but where you are." To think 
Utat the newspapers are unbiased 
and accurate is not realistic, 
Lanteigne said. All of them have 
their personal biases and don't try to 
hide their political involvemoit, he 
ml.

LANTEIGNE SAID THAT 

HE did not think that the mayor 
suf^mrtcd Stilimm bccauM he was 
a campaign contrilNiior or defended 
the city's downzoning. He said he 



listened to reports of a declining 
school systematic musical chairs of 
superintendents, and teachers sup- 
plementing classroom supplies. He 
heard about faculty equipment and 
turmoil, and "despite this, the peo- 
ple want the same people. I can't 
agree. I have three children." He 
said that the city had a good system 
but not as good as it was a few 
years ago. "I don't believe our goal 
should be to spend more per capita 
on education but to improve. If 
nHMe money is needed, fine." 

Lanteigne said that the only 
thing the schools did not get in the 
current operating budget was a raise 
for teachers. He said that he asked a 
number of teachers whether they 
would rather reduce class size or 
give more money to current teach- 
ers. They sakl more money for the 
teachers, he said he is looking at 
duplication of effort - both the city 
and schools have print shops, per- 
sonnel departments, garages. By 
not hiring outside attorney, the 
schools saved $165,000 in tte first 
six months of the year. 

Councilman Louis Jones said 
that he wished that members of the 
School Board that came before 
council with the budget were as ar- 
ticulate in exi^essing the iM«is of 
the schools as the speakers v/cn. 

"I'm embarrassed the children 
don't have adequate books," Jones 
nid. "I didnt know that. As far as 
I know since 1981, the council has 
fully funded the requesu of the 
School Board ... I would have as- 
sumed the bodu were in thtt l»id- 
get . . . City Council is an Klvocaie 
of educttion and your childrm." 

He saki that last yev the council 
was criticized because it did not 
opoi up the proems. "This year we 
did. We had 24 or 2S very fine q)- 
I^icants. We had some more quali- 
fied llum Uie tvra people you ve not 
hap{^ about being re^jpointed. If 
we're going to mppoint all, we 
may as well tell all the qiplwants 
not to cttne by." 

He said that in October the 



School Board voted to give the 
school employees a two percent 
raise by increasing the budget by 
$2.5 million. If council did not 
provide the money, the superinten- 
dent said he would find the money 
in the operating budget. "If he 
could find the money, why is he 
coming to council and why can't he 
buy books? . . . Why did they bud- 
get that money to start with?" 

He said he agreed about reducing 
class size, but asked why the 
School Board closed Courthouse 
Elementary which it turned into an 
adminisualive offices and a cafeteria 
for the administration. "I feel that 
Strayhom and Kreyling are more 
qualified to serve on the School 
Board. The School Board should be 
able to articulate the needs like your 
children and teacho^ did tonight" 

McClanan said that she was re- 
ally surprised how two issues to- 
tally unrelated woe linked together 
- the Sandbridge sand and the 
School Board q}pointments. What 
made her so angry, she said, was a 
radio broadcast by Stillman who 
said that the council took money 
from the school reserve. She said 
that she also was amazed to read in 
the paper as a reason why she op- 
posed the reappointment of Still- 
man, his connection with the 
downzoning case. "It's an insult!" 

'To say you don't have the righC 
to day it is not my way." She sud 
that neither she not her husband, 
Del. Glenn McClanan, have ever 
taken contributions {mm someone 
seeking a School Board appoint- 
ment 

McClanan said that she tried to 
have an q>en mind. She said she 
did mM agm with Stillman's advice 
on the downzoning, but that's ova-. 

During the curriculum debate, 
she sakl, council asked to meet with 
the School Bowd. The curriculum 
change was not done properly, she 
said. The superintendent, Carltcm 
Bowyer, was fired, skI cmiKil will 
have to provide the money he is 
seeking under his contact with the 



school city. 

She said that last year the School 
Board said that no more money was 
needed. McClanan at the time con- 
tinued to remark on the small 
amount of capital funds requested 
for the year when the need for 
schools was obvious. 

Heischober said that he should 
have done more questioning of the 
School Board budget He said that 
he would do nothing to hurt the 
school system, but that the leader- 
ship on the School Board has con- 
fused him. After being fully funded 
for five or six years, he asked, why 
don't they have supplies. 

As for references to a "secret 
meeting," he said that the council 
does not want to discuss the abili- 
ties of individuals in public. 'That 
was an executive session." 

He said that the last thing coun- 
cil would do is vote for someone to 
hurt the mayor as was suggested in 
news stories. "Why u-ample over 
the body of the mayor to hurt chil- 
dren?" 

Heischoba said that last year, he 
had been consicfcring four people for 
a spot on the board, but they 
dropped out because the newspqwrs 
said that Heischober had already 
made a choice. He said that he had 
not made a choice. He said that Im 
did not know Kreyling from a sack 
of flcNir but that he had an excellent 
educational tmckground. He said he 
like Stillman and like Spiva. 
"That's iK)t the point The point is 
who will be the best custodian of 
our money and children." And his 
chokes were "Straylwm, Kreyling, 
Meekins and the lady from Pungo." 

Obemdorf said that she knows 
the schools are not perfect but that 
they are not as mangled as some 
would have you believe. She said 
that in 1988 Stillman matte a con- 
tribution to her political campaign, 
but that ihey never discussed nomi- 
nating him to anything.

him originally. As for the down- 
zoning case, she said that it is very 



hard for an attorney to represent a 
group that doesn't agree and council 
was split 6-5. A downzoning in 
Fairfax was recently upheld. 

It was Spiva who bucked the 
system when the new curriculum 
was put in, Obemdorf said. He has 
never done anything not in the best 
interest of the children, she said. If 
Spiva were reappointed, she said, 
the city would have the opportunity 
to have other communities "look at 
us." Rising to the top in the 



School Board Association is not a 
pat on the back, she said. 

"My support has nothing to do 
with one campaign contribution. 
Spiva does not deserve to be set 
aside when he's about to be ele- 
vated." 

She said that Kreyling is a bril- 
liant man and so is Suayhom, but 
last year the mtyority of council did 
not sec fit to regard them as serious 
contenders for School Board seats.

a contractor, they would both be 

bidding for contracts and the con- 
tractor who conUx>ls his own source 
of sand would be at an advantage. 
Sand, he said, makes up 8 to 8} 
percent of the $95 million projects 
in the Capital Improvement Pro- 
gram. By having the pit, the cost 
can be reduced by 15 to 25 percent, 
or $2 million a year in savings. 

He said that the operator would 
not use Flanagans Lane as a haul 
road although tiucks will have to 
cross it. Richard Slell, with Female 
Enterprises, pointed out that con- 
Uactors now haul sand from Chesa- 
peake over a 10-mile route to Vir- 
ginia Beach. 



Steve Berman, of Flanagans 
Lane, said that Virginia Beach has a 
14-cent cubic yard fee while Chesa- 
peake has a 25 cent per cubic yard 
fee. On Jan. 1, the Chesapeake fee 
will be increased to 50 cents per 
cubic yard. Based on removing 
seven million cubic yards of sand, 
Chesapeake's sand would cost 
$230,000 while the cost at a Vir- 
ginia Beach pit would be $65,000 a 
year. He said that allowing the ap- 
plicant to have his own borrow pit 
would provide the applicant with 
increase and project profits. The 
opposition is supported, he said, by 
the Virginia Beach schools' director 
of tfansportation services, the Lago

New Beach schools cost less 



Virginia Beach taxpayers are get- 
ting an even better bargain than the 
rest of the state in new school con- 
struction costs, according to fipres 
released recently by the Virginia 
Department of Education. 

Based upon contracts let in 1990- 
'91 to construct eight new elemen- 
tary schools, Beach school officials 
report that the stale's average cost 
per square-foot declined to $60.74 
from $72.26 a year earlier. In Vir- 
ginia Beach, the contracted costs of 
constructing Strawbridge and Land- 
stown elementary schools were 
$59.47 and $53.97 per square foot, 
respectively, the lowest in the state. 

Landstown Middle School's con- 
tracted cost of construction, at 
$57.22 per square-foot, was also the 
lowest of four in the state. The 
1990-91 state average for middle 
school construction was $60.74. A 
year ago, the average cost in the 
state was $70.07 per square-foot. 

Tallwood High School was the 



only high school contracted in the 
state in 1990-91; its $63.22 per 
square-foot contract cost is below 
the $71 .80 average per square-foot 
cost for the four high schools con- 
tracted in 1989-90. 

The state computes the costs 
based on construction, site devel- 
opment, water system sewage dis- 
posal and build-in equipment Fees, 
cost of site, loose equipment and 
furniture are excluded. 

Dr. Andrew T. Carrington, 
assistant superintendent for Facili- 
ties Planning and Construction in 
the Virginia Beach public school 
system, noted that the school divi- 
sion is recognized nationally for 
designing and building outstanding 
school facilities. 

"We work to provide an excellent 
teaching/learning environment for 
staff and students," Carrington said. 
"At the same lime, we try to keep 
construction costs to the lowest 
possible level."

Over 
the past five years Lime-light Pro- 
ductions has remained the only full 
service theatrical production com- 
pany not funded by corporations or 
government grants. That in itself is 
more daring than anything else 1 
have personally seen come and go 
in our town. We have generated 
over $400,000 in revenue for local 
talent, produced as many as ten the- 
atrical productions on a single 
weekend and have played an in- 
strumental role in the growth of the 
theatrical community. This is not 
an ego trip, it is a documented fact. 

In closing, let me offer a sug- 
gestion to the literary parasite who 
writes your column. 1 think that 
they need a little vacation. Please 
let me personally pay the bill for 
his/her weekend getaway to any 
one of the twenty or so Five-star 
resorts we produce entertainment 
for. I think that upon examination 
he/she will find that our theatrical 
community operates much like any

Tickets sold out almost the day word 
hit the streets. The three-fingered fat man 
behind the Grateful Dead, Jerry Garcia, 
was coming to town. The grey-haired, 
bearded guru was typically expansive as he 
took the stage at the Hampton Coliseum, 
his masterful six string becoming a bridge 
across the chasm to Nirvana. 

The night's performance content was 
eclectic: Motown, Southern boogie, and 
traditional sounds including / Second That 
Emotion, You Are My Shining Star, The 
Night They Drove Old Dixie Down, 
Promised Land and / Shall Be Released. 

Lofty notions were balanced firmly by 
guttural rhythm and blues. Williamsburg's 
Bruce Homsby probably learned a trick or 
two as he dueled with immense Gospel 
organist Melvin Seals, who sat revving up 
his Hammond B-3 for all it was worth. 
Garcia's tour de force came as the band 
slipped the boundaries of time with a 20- 
minute version of Isaac Hayes' Don't Let 
Go. Shaking your booty was not op- 
tional. 

In the 60s Jimi Hcndrix asked, Are 
You Experienced? It was a hippie thing 
then, and so it remains. The audience cut 
loose. They sang along, dancing like 
children. Nobody fought. Nobody freaked 
out. Everybody smiled. Who says 60s 
idealism died long ago? The new genera- 
tion who joined the elders and just kept 
smiling all night would likely disagree.

No Dogs At 
Oldies Concert 



Three Dog Night brought a crowd of 
5,000 to their feet at Norfolk's Scope, 
Sunday, Nov. 17, with an outsianding set 
which included almost all the hits that 
made them one of the most popular bands 
of the early 70s. 

Starting with their number one hit, 
Shambala, and culminating in an encore 
featuring a haunting Eli's Coming and ob- 
vious closer Joy To The World, founding 
members and lead singers Danny Hutton 
and Cory Wells, along with keyboardist 
Jimmy Greenspoon, have put together a 
sound that not only rivals the original, it 
demolishes it. 

Drummer Mike Keeley, a show unto 
himself, propels the sound with an incred- 
ibly clean and constantly driving beat. 
Michael Cunio on lead guitar and Richard 
Campbell on bass are as solid as they 
come, with Cunio even managing a cou- 
ple oTJimmy Page-like riffs. 

Ex-Monkee Mickey Dolenz, with a 
back-up group featuring the lead singers 
from one-hit 60s groups Sugarloaf, Spiral 
Staircase and Cannibal and the Head 
hunters, opened. While Dolenz and his 
group are all still in excellent voice, and 
Dolenz can still work an audience like no- 
body's business, there was a freshness and 
energy missing made more apparent by 
Three Dog Night's set.

Achtung (Attention) Baby, the much 
awaited release from U2, defies the mold 
as if to say, "Yank off on winning another 
award! We're gonna say something!" At 
first, it puts you off. Then it creeps up on 
you, subtly grabbing you 'til you sit up, 
take notice and scream. 

Zoo Station wastes no time, assaulting 
the listener with an unrelenting, fierce, in- 
dustrial sound that makes it one of the 
best songs in rock history.

Figaro A Delight For Ear and Eye 



From the very first phrases of the well- 
loved overture, Virginia Opera's produc- 
tion of Mozart's The Marriage of Figaro is 
a resounding delight for ear and eye. 

Soprano Anne Nispel's blithely soaring 
voice, insouciant gaiety and witty charm 
make her the quintessential Mozartean 
soubrette. With an artist's ease and fi- 
nesse, an athlete's stamina — the staging 
has her in nearly constant motion — and 
an actor's timing, Nispel's Susanna capti- 
vates the audience from beginning to end. 
You can't take your eyes off her! 

Baritone Gregory Rahming, as Figaro, 
the Count's valet and Susanna's intended, 
has a pleasing voice which is, however, 
next to inaudible in ensemble or upstage. 
The problem is that the rest of the cast is 
so good, he's somewhat overmatched. 

As Countess Almaviva, Canadian so- 
prano Dominique Labelle has a voice like 
a Godiva truffle — dark, sweet and 
creamy. She makes the transition from 
neglected, loving wife to gloriously for- 
giving partner with economy and grace. 
Her second act aria, Porgi amor, is simply 
exquisite. 

The philandering Count Almaviva is 
usually cast as an older (read, more fool- 
ish) man; in this production, baritone 
Duncan Hartman is a youthful, aristocratic 
Count, full of the casual arrogance and un- 
feeling cruelty of his class. Hartman's 
big, cool voice and slightly stiff acting are 
perfectly in consonance with this charac- 
terization. 

The trouser role of the page Cherubino, 
who's in love with everybody, is aptly 
handled by mezzo Karie Brown with a 
nicely boyish glee, though she's not quite 
in conu-ol of some of the more exuberant 
phrases. Voi che sapete, Cherubina's aria, 
is nicely done, and Brown's deft girl-play- 
ing-a-boy-dressed-as-a-girl is good comic 
nonsense. 



Shawn Roy's big, hooty bass-baritone 
as the scheming Dr. Bartolo, mezzo Eliza- 
beth Huling's sureness as the aging spin- 
ster Marcellina and Brian Scott's droll 
Basilio are wonderfully in character, as are 
Michael Caldwell's grumpy Antonio and 
Kristen Plumley's pert, well-sung Barba- 
rina. 

Brussels-based conductor Thanos 
Adamopoulos underscores the vocal 
sparkle with brisk tempi and a lovely, 
bright ensemble sound, especially in the 
strings. Stage director David Bamberger 
gives the cast a great deal of physical ac- 
tion, which suits the music, but the regal 
countess seems somewhat ponderous by 
comparison; and the significance of the 
pin and the veil in the third and fourth acts 
is somewhat blunted. 

Peter Dean Beck, scene and lighting de- 
signer, uses a moveable proscenium arch 
to good effect: it frames the low ceiling 
and belowstairs unkemptness of Figaro 
and Susanna's chamber (and muffling the 
sound somewhat); is raised for the Count- 
ess's sunny, elegant bedroom; and rises 
higher still for the formality of the 
Count's palace. The fmal garden scene is 
attractively set although the "fantastic" 
backdrop foliage is distracting. Beck's 
lighting is unobtrusive and effective. 

Costumes from I'Opera de Monacal are 
attractive and appropriate, as are Steven 
Bryant's wigs. The Washington Opera 
Supertitles are annoying in that, where 
lyrics are repeated, the screen remains 
blank. But that's a minor cavil at an oth- 
erwise thoroughly enjoyable production, 
which, with the VO March production of 
Cosi fan tutte, gives Hampton Roads a 
most satisfying celebration of Mozart in 
this 200th anniversary year.

ClassicalNotes

The Virginia Opera has reached its $5 million funding goal, clearing the way for the 
much anticipated renovation of the 48-year-old Center Theater. The announcement came at 
a press conference held Dec. 2, at Norfolk's Omni International hotel, where it was revealed 
that the Opera's secret million dollar donors are Martin and Jody Grass of Harrisburg, Pa. 
Jody Grass (nee Harrison) is the daughter of Virginia Opera founder and past president, Edie 
Harrison and her late husband, Stanley. 

The generous donation means opera supporters met the City of Norfolk's demand that the 
opera raise half of the renovations costs, qualifying the project for matching City funds. In 
honor of Mrs. Grass's parents. Center Theater will be renamed the Edylhe C. and Stanley L. 
Harrison Opera House when work is completed in 1993 — the theatre's 50th anniversary. All 
change brings grumbling and this one's no exception. However, in our humble opinion, the 
name change is every bit as appropriate as the one that turned that old museum near Ghent 
into The Chrysler Museum. 

As of press time, no particular venue has been announced to house the Opera during the 
renovation. Rumor has it performances will take place at Chrysler Hall and, possibly, the 
Virginia Beach Pavilion TheaU-e. We'll announce updates as the info comes in. 

It is impossible to O.D. on Mozart, as the Norfolk Chamber Consort demonsu^ated 
Nov. 18 at the Chrysler Museum Theatre. In the Quartet for Oboe and Strings, Sherie 
Aguirre's oboe sang with intense, lingering vocal quality, backed with impressive per- 
formances by cellist Janet Kriner, violinist Debra Feng and violist Beveriy Baker. 

Although the Divertimento in B-flal Major opened flatly, it developed into a rich, sensitive 
reading of the Adagio and folk dance-like Rondo- Allegretto, played by F.Gerard Errante, 
Patti Carlson and Dennis Zeisler on the basset horns. 

It took pianist Christopher Kypros two movements to give in, to let go and just do it! But 
when he finally did, Kypros, Kriner, Fong and Baker let the Quartet in G for piano and strings 
float in beauty, reaching an unexpected high in the final Rondeau movement. 

The Virginia Symphony Pops concert Nov. 23 at Chrysler Hall fizzled in the first half 
when Luke Douglas Sellers, stuck in molasses, managed only a lifeless performance of some 
of classical literature's most sparkling hits. Easy-going uumpeter Byron Su-ipling blew some 
charm and talent into the second half; he ain't no Satchmo, but his style is uplifting and clear. 
Stripling's rendition of Pennies from Heaven and other familiar Gershwin and Porter tunes 
with new, refreshing texts, brought much needed, hearty laughter. Impressive backup 
performances by pianist John Toomey, bassist Jim Masters and drummer Michael Shepard, 
rounded out a fine jazz presentation. 

Look for four world-class soloists performing Handel's Messiah with the Virginia 
Symphony Dec. 19 at the College of William and Mary's Phi Bctta Kappa Hall, and Dec. 20 
and 21, Chrysler Hall, 8 p.m. Soprano Erie Mills has performed in La Scala, Milano and the 
Vienna State Opera House. Mezzo Lucille Beer has delighted Meuopolitan Opera audiences 
and the late Leonard Bernstein took the diva to Rome with the New York Philharmonic. 
Tenor Paul Austin Kelly has sung atTeatre della Opera de Mice, France, and Wolflrap. Bass 
Mark Doss returns to the Va. Symphony after winning first prize in the prestigious Guiseppe 
Verdi Competition in Italy. Musical director Joanna Falletla conducts, joined by the 
Symphony chorus under the direction of Donald McCullough. 

Virginia Beach's loss is Austria's Gain — Virginia Beach tenor Hans Gregory Ashbaker 
has signed a five-year contract beginning next September with the opera house in Graz fol- 
lowing his triumphant engagement in the world premiere of Franz Schubert's opera Alfonso 
etEstrella this past October. Next fall DeutcheGrammophone will record the Schubert opera 
with its original cast, including Ashbaker, for worldwide distribution. Ashbaker sang 
Beethoven's Ninth with the Virginia Symphony in May, 1989.

The special time that is the Christmas season once again becicons adult and child 
alike to performances of that most beloved of holiday dance classics, The 

Nutcracker. ^ . u • 

This season's offerings from Hampton Roads dance troupes abound with mter- 
pretations from the area's more established dance companies, including Norfolk's 
ODU and Tidewater Ballets, as well as Williamsburg's Chamber Ballet. No matter 
which you choose, you can be assured of an enjoyable, memorable evening of 
ballet. 

Deserving special mention is the ODU Ballet's production which will feature 
two guest artists from the world- reknowned Kirov Ballet, Ekaterina Safonova and 
Nikita Shcheglov, who will perform the roles of the Sugar Plum Fairy and her 
Cavalier. Led by the husband and wife team of Istvan and Ana Ament, Artistic 
Director and Artist in Residence of the ODU Ballet, respectively, Safonova and 
Shcheglov will join the ODU Ballet in perfomiances at both the Virginia Beach 
Pavilion and Chrysler Hall beginning December 7. 

The ODU Ballet's Nutcracker traditionally employs "the largest cast of any pro- 
duction in the Tidewater area," according to Istvan Ament, cun-enUy celebrating his 
nineteenUi year with ODU. In addition to the dancers, a 20-member chorus will 
accompany the 40 Virginia Symphony musicians. 

Through generous funding two years ago the ODU Ballet was fortunate to ob- 
tain new costumes for the entire cast of The Nutcracker. 

"Probably we will feel much more comfortable in the costumes this year," says 
Ament. "Just as you must get used to your everyday 'costumes', so must we be- 
come more familar with what we wear on stage. The first time we used die cos- 
tumes it was not a smooth wearing," 

In keeping with their contcmporay image, the Tidewater Ballet Association will 
not perform The Nutcracker in its entirety; instead tiiey will dance Act II and a 
special piece entitkd Holklay Suim, with selections from Sir Frederick Ashton's 
Les Patineurs, under the guidance of Artistic Director Glenn White. 

"It's a medley of Christmas songs — basically a celebration of the holiday," 
says TBA's Frank Bovay. "It's a very upbeat program, with a variety of classical 
and contemporary styles, which I think is a good tiling. All tiiese kids are high 
caliber dancers, which is something we are reaily proud of." 

Williamsburg residents will have the chance to enjoy the artistic fare of the 
Chamber Ballet's annual production of The Nutcracker featuring guest artists Kiera 
Hansen and David Scamardo, both founding members of the Boitsov Classical 
Ballet Company 

Loved for generations. The Nutcracker has remained a yulctidc favorite, evok- 
ing the magic and splendor of tiie holiday season. Likewise, the ballet remains a 
staple in the repertoire of dance companies around Uic globe. It may surprise some 
that it didn't start out as auspiciously as its current popularity might lead one to be- 
lieve. 

The premiere of this celebn«ed ballet at St. Petersburg's Maryinsky Theater 99 
years ago was by all accounts a failure. It was only after The Nutcracker was re- 
worked years later that the ballet began drawing audiences and gaining in popular- 
ity. 

Based on E. T. A. Hoffmann's tale of The Nutcracker and the King of the 
Mice, the ballet's original choreography was begun by Marius Petipa but completed 
by his assistant. Lev Ivanov, who took over when Petipa fell ill. In the meantime, 
composer Peter Uyich Tchaikovsky labored over creating a musical score that 
would satisfy Petipa's original demand that the music cater to his dancers' every 
movement. 

The two-act performance relates the story of a little girl named Clara, tiie 
daughter of a town official, whose mysterious uncle Drosselmeier presents her 
witii a magnificent Nutcracker as a gift at her parents' Christinas Eve celebration. 
When her jealous and mischievous brother Franz inadvertently breaks the head off 
tiie Nutcracker, Qara is grief-^cken. All attempts to comfort Qara are futile. 
Finally, after a vciy tiresome evening, the young heroine falls asleep with her trea- 
sured gift only to be awakoied by a frightening regiment of mice. 

Just as Clara coIla{»es in Mgjbt, die Nutcracker Prince springs to life to protect 
her and batUe the Mouse King. The ensuing battle results in tiie defeat of the 
Mouse King and the journey of Qara and the Nutcracker Prince into tiie Kingdom 
of the Sweets. 

In the second act, Clara and flie Prince are enteruined by the dances of the 
sweets from various countries. After the Sugar Plum Fairy and her Cavalier per- 
fomi for the two, Qara and the Prince say their farewells, at which point Clara 
awakens with fond memories on Christmas day. 
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The second appearance in Hampton Roads, 
Nov. 19, of The Hanover Band did not go 
unnoticed; indeed, the parking lots were jammed 
and Hampton University's Ogden Hall was filled 
witii a sizeable crowd of knowledgeable and 
amply rewarded concerlgoers. 

The British-based orchestra ("band" is the 
1 8th Century word for orchestra) was enthrall- 
ing in a program of Mozart, Weber and 
Beethoven, played on period insUiimenis with 
consummate skill and artisuy. 

In the first half, Mozart's Overture to his last 
opera,La Clemenza di Tito, exemphfied charm 
and brio under the baton of music director Roy 
Goodman , principal conductor of The Hanover 
Band since 1986. Goodman shaped the orches- 
ua with sure musicality, beautifully framing 
clarinet soloist Colin Lawson's awesome per- 
formance of Carl Maria von Weber's Clarinet 
Concerto No. 2. Lawson's pungent tone, won- 
derful dynamic emphases and brilliant execu- 
tion drew unresuainable applause at Uie end of 
the first movement. In the second, Romanza, 
movement, Lawson's long, sustained notes and 
floating midrange quality closed with a breath- 
taking pianissimo; the final movement was full 
of specuicular virtuosity, punctuated by the 
unusual "chiff of die period insuumeni in 
rapidly ascending runs. 

Those accustomed to equating Beethoven 
with bombast found the period instruments 



creating a different, more lithe proportion in the 
Beethoven Romance for Violin and Orchestra, 
with Soloist Benjamin Hudson, concertmasier 
of The Hanover Band, giving the dramatic 
phrases a sweet, singing tone that never cloyed. 

The sumptuously executed Beethoven 
Symphony No. 8 demonstrated the orchestra s 
mastery from the joyful, spirited first allegro 
vivace, the light and playful allegretto sch- 
enando, die charm and simplicity of the Minuet 
and Trio, to the rousing allegro vivace finale. 
Each section — stfings, woodwinds, brass, per- 
cussion — had clarity and definition widiin the 
superbly blended ensemble sound. The har- 
mony is not just in the music, but in Goodman's 
remarkable relationship with such skilled art- 
ists. 

The performance was recorded by WHRO 
for "segmented" broadcast on NPR's Perform- 
ance Today. 



At Virginia Pro Musica's Fall program, two 
things sU"ike the eye immediately. One is the 
unusual grouping of the chorus: rather dian the 
standard soprano/alto/tenor/bass sections, sing- 
ers are placed in mixed quartets, which makes 
for a fuller tone and more balanced sound. The

Hesperus Outstanding In Folk, Ba 



Hesperus, the evening star and the west 
wind, guided vessels from the old world 
across die ocean to the new. Combining 
and crossing a rich musical inheritance 
with contemporary folk music and a 
wealth of musicology spanning centuries 
is the successful mission of a small group 
named Hesperus — Scou Reiss, Tina 
Chancey, and Bruce Hutton. 

Hesperus, ensemble-in residence at die 
Smithsonian Institute in Washington, 
D.C., presented its "Crossover" program 
Nov. 22 at the Chrysler Museum Theaue 
to a near capacity audience. The colorful 
mix of early and Uaditional music was a 
stunning presentation u-ansccnding East 
and West, cultures and languages, uadi- 
tions and mores. Hesperus is the first en- 
semble to fuse antique music of the Re- 
naissance and Middle Ages with American 
traditional styles. 

Whether displaying Reiss's fascinating 
ability to use the recorder as an extension 
of his breath, Hutton's delightful ballad 
For No Good Reason, or Chancey's artis- 
tic bowing of early suings, this ensemble 
was spellbinding. 

"Could a Renaissance dance have 
sounded like a Cajun walu? Or a Spanish 
cantiga like an Appalachian ballad? Cer- 
tainly," said Reiss, artistic director of the 
ensemble, and also founding member of 
the Folger Consort, ensemble-in-residence 
at the Folger Shakespeare Library in D.C. 
"We have no living links to early music 
or how to perform it; we can only specu- 
late on how it could have sounded." 

In performing Renaissance and Baroque 
music, there is no doubt on how to hold 
the violin, or even specifics on articula- 
tion; Bach and Handel, for instance, in- 



form die musician widi very detailed per- 
formance practices. But before 1750, there 
are fewer details, and for medieval music

laffeta gowns, flattering to all body types. 

What strikes the ear, of course, is Pro Mu- 
sica's noted choral blend and superb diction in 
seasonal Renaissance motets and three twenti- 
eth century works — Benjamin Britten's A Cere- 
mony of Carols, Daniel Pinkham's Company at 
the Creche and six Christmas carols by Stephen 
Paulus. 

In the motets — a cappella settings of liturgi- 
cal texts — the beautifully tuned voices bring 
out the subde rhythms, especially in Byrd's 
haunting, solemn Magnum Mysterium and 
Maurenzio's joyful Hodie Chrisius Natus Est. 
(ODU professor Lee Teply's program notes are 
excellent throughout.) 

Britten's carol cycle begins and ends with 
the singers in procession. Though the texts of 
the carols are medieval and Renaissance in 
origin, the musical settings are fresh, with 
unusual settings and exquisite accompaniment 
by harpist Barbara Chapman, whose solo inter- 
lude was breathtaking. In the lullaby Balula- 
low, the chorus is drawn in as if in irresistible 
response to Linda Wagner's ravishing solo. The 
chorus is equally masterful in the bright vigor of 
Wolcum Yole and Deo Gracias, the quietly 
disturbing dissonances o^Thal Yonge Child, the 
cascading runs of As Dew In Aprille and the 
quick rhythm oi This Little Babe (with the harp 
taking on a mandolin sound). 



In the second half, Pinkham's charming 
settings of "aminal" poems by Norma Farber in 
Company at the Creche show off Pro Musica's 
exuaordinary diction, each word clear and crisp. 
Harp and orchestra bells (Chapman and Robert 
Cross) provide creative support to the delight- 
ful texts, notably the rippling, rainlike ostinato 
in Spider. 

Beautiful unison singing ought not to be 
such a rarity, but Pro Musica's unison blend is 
no stepchild to ensemble blend in more com- 
plex parts, a quality amply demonstrated in the 
Paulus carols. Unusual rhythms and harmonies 
and vocal mixtures ranging from simple to 
complex make Little Town of Bethlehem and 
Hark! The Herald Angels Sing seem newly 
minted. I nSnow Had Fallen: ChristWasBorn, 
Rosetti's poem set to an unfamiliar melody, the 
ensemble blend becomes more evident as Betty 
Jo Schcllenberg's lovely voice soars into promi- 
nence and then blends perfectly again. Flutist 
Debra Wendells Crossjoins Chapman and Cross 
in the attractive accompaniment. 

Though the pre-Thanksgiving dates may 
.seem to be rushing the season with Christmas 
music, it's nice to fill the ear with this kind of 
beauty before the homogenized mall sound 
deadens one's senses. 

Gorgeous, gorgeous, gorgeous!

Chancey, who is married to Reiss, is a 
musicologist and frequent guest of the 
Folger Consort and a former member of 
the Ensemble for Early Music and the 
New York Renaissance Band. Explaining 
the importance of the use of languages to 
the fusion, like Native American Nahu- 
atal, Qucchua (Peru), Chilidugu (Chile), 
and Canichana (Bolivia), Chancey says 
that "the crossover stuff is a mix of folk 
and classical, more like a salad than a 
crcme soup. You can see the individual 
pieces in juxtaposition." 

Laidback, low-voiced Hutton looks the 
prototypical folk and ballad singer, com- 
plete with mustache and hat. A fine inter- 
preter of old uaditional American folk mu- 
sic, his humor enriches this ensemble. At 
first, Hutton was skeptical about mixing 
early music with folk, but quickly became 
convinced and joined Hesperus when he 
learned that his idol, performer and folk- 
lorist Mike Secger, had been part of it, 
loo. 

In keeping with the traditions of the 
eariy instrumental musicians, Hesperus 
performs without sheet music; only by the 
15lh century did reading music become a 
part of performing. Approximately 30 in- 
struments ranging from recorders, ham- 
mered and lap dulcimer, Arabic percussion, 
banjo, early and traditional bowed strings, 
ukelele, mandolin, rebec, vielle, to the 
contemporary Turkish kamenj are part of 
Hesperus's presentation. The oldest in- 
strument of the collection is a violin from 
1800.

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A Chilling 
Cape Fear 

Move over, Silence of the Lambsl 
There's a new king of psychological 
thrillers for 1991 — Cape Fear. 

Director Martin Scorscese's latest 
effort is actually a remake of the 1%2 
film of the same name. (Scorscese and 
remake in the same sentence? It doesn't 
sound right, but it works.) True to style, 
he has created a poignant and visual feast 

Fresh from his critically acclaimed, 
Goodfellas, Cape Fear is Scorscese's first 
under a multi-film contract with Universal 
Studios. Fear contains excellent acting 
and moody cinematography, making it the 
most riveting chiller since Silence. 
Bernard Herrmann's thunderous, sus- 
pense-building original score (adapted by 
Elmer Bernstein), heightens the in- 
tense tone of Wesley Strick's powerful 
screenplay, perfectly complementing the 
exceptional acting. 

Nick Nolle stars as small-town 
lawyer Sam Bowden, a public defender 
who years before had deliberately "buried" 
evidence exonerating a defendant of a rape 
charge. The action earns his client 14 
years in jail — case closed. 

While doing his time, the client. Max . 
Cady (Robert De Niro), learns to read 
— and uncovers Bowden's actions. Upon 
his release, he goes to Bowden's home- 
town where the payback in terror begins. 
Bowden, his family and loved ones be- 
come Cady's pawns and victims. 

Dc Niro has to be Hollywood's human 
version of Plasticman. Not only does his 
portrayal of Cady outsinister Anthony 
Hopkins' Hannibal Lecter, but he has 
bulked up enough so even Arnold 
Schwarzeneggar would applaud. With a 
seediness accented by tattoos, De Niro's 
performance is vivid and electrifying 
enough to make your skin crawl. 

Nolle is good as the wimpish Bowden, 
his vulnerability excellent fodder for De 
Niro's Cady. It puts a sympathetic face on 
Nolte's character, softening the fact that 
his torment is not undeserved, although 
not even Bowden has earned what Cady 
has in store for him. 

Jessica Lange, in a surprisingly 
lackluster performance (especially given 
her leading men and the director), plays 
Bowden's less-than-stable wife. Burned by 
her husband's infidelity, untrusting, she 
causes more problems for Bowden just 
when he needs her support. 

Juliette Lewis turns in a nuanced 
and intriguing performance as the Bow- 
den's troubled teenage daughter, Danielle. 

In a nice touch of casting, Robert 
Mitchum and Gregory Peck, who 
starred in the original film, appear in 
cameos as a police detective and criminal 
lawyer, respectively. 

With a completely emotionally drain- 
ing finale and its sheer edge-of-the-seat 
suspense. Cape Fear should, at the very 
least, gamer an Academy Award nomina- 
tion for De Niro. As for Scorscese, his 
bag of tricks continues to amaze.

The Virginia Festival of American Film

Charlton Heston can part the Red Sea, 
paint the Sistine Chapel, save a Roman 
General from drowning and Hy to a planet 
ruled by apes, but can he breaUie life into 
the Virginia Film Festival? 

The answer, of course, is a resounding 
Yes! Heston was the main attraction at 
the fourth annual Virginia Festival of 
American Film in Charlottesville, Oct. 24 
-27, a four-day orgy of screenings, parties, 
discussions and happenings. If you are a 
fan of the movies and show biz, this party 
is for you! 

Movies Made In America was the 
theme in this celebration of American tra- 
dition, previewing one of America's (and 
Heston's) legacies — Ben Hur — in glori- 
ous restored 70mm. As part of the Hol- 
lywood pantheon, Heston paid tribute to 
the older generation of moviemakers who 
have helped shape die film art and our cul- 
ture. 

The spectacular Ben Hur filled a 60- 
foot wide screen, demonstrating its 
strengths as well as its weaknesses. The 
special effects models seemed more corny. 



Midler Sizzles In For The Boys 



No offense intended, boys and girls, 
but Bette Midler is the absolute best 
mincer (as in cute little baby steps, limp 
wrist held at breast level) on stage or 
screen today. And, as if diat's not enough, 
her emotional range, expressed through 
face and body, is unsurpassed. Without a 
doubt, Midler, who was regarded as a has- 
been just five years ago, is an acuess at 
the peak of her powers — a performer of 
genuine star quality. 

For The Boys, Twentieth Cen- 
tury Fox's $40 million holiday spectacu- 
lar, directed by Mark Rydell and pro- 
duced by Midler's All Girl Produc- 
tions, is an uncomplicated tale about the 
complicated relationship between two 
USO entertainers. In wartime and peace- 
time vignettes spanning half a century, we 
follow the ups and downs of Dixie 
Leonard — a sizzling young singer who, 
like Midler, can do just about anything — 
and Eddie Sparks, already a comedy head- 
liner when they meet. 

Eddie is winningly portrayed by 
James Caan, whose own career is on a 
new roll after last year's brilliant perfor- 
mance in Misery. Eddie, a neurotic com- 
posite of Bob Hope, Milton Berle and 
George Bums, is a consumate egotist, in- 
veterate womanizer and hypocrite. Even 
so, Caan manages to make him sympa- 
thetic, even likeable at times by showing 
us his vulnerability, his inconsistent in- 
stinct to do die right diing. Like Midler's 
character, die audience is seduced by Eddie 
— sex is irrelevant — drawn in by die lit- 



tle lost boy behind the overweening facade 
of die "star." 

George Segal is excellent as Eddie's 
longtime writer, Dixie's uncle Art, who 
engineers her big break. Segal has one ex- 
crutiating scene which should stand out as 
one of Hollywood's most moving com- 
ments on die blacklist of the 1950s. 

Dixie and Eddie become a team in Eng- 
land during the Second World War and go 
on to become television's hot duo during 
the bland Eisenhower years. They enter- 
tain the uoops again in Korea only to 
break up during die vicious McCarthy era. 
During Viet Nam, Dixie and Eddie are re- 
united, and it'is here that the film's weak- 
est and paradoxically most poignant scene 
occurs. Bette Midler's rendition of John 
Lennon's In My Life is a show-stopper, 
bodi in the picture and in the dieater. 

Rydell, who directed Midler's 1979 
film debut in The Rose, has die good 
sense to let his perfomicrs energize and fill 
out the screenplay by Marshall Brick- 
man, Neal Jimenez and Lin'dy Laub. 

I had the pleasure of viewing For The 
Boys at Fred Schonfeld's grand Com- 
modore Theatre, a picture palace that 
harks back to the golden days of movie- 
going. This is the way God intended for 
movies to be seen. Odierwise, he wouldn't 
have invented die E>ownU)wn and Midtown 
Tunnels which make it a cinch to get to 
Portsmouth.

but the phenomenal images of costumes, 
lighting and sets jumped off the screen, 
emphasizing the grand scale of Ben-Hur's 
life and times. In 1991 dollars, the price 
tag for this production would be around 
$129.3 million, a price Heston says would 
make this kind of picture impossible to 
produce today, further emphasizing the 
monumental status of die films celebrated 
in diis fesUval. 

Stunning in its sepia-tone collage was 
the classic silent film The Birth of a Na- 
tion by die great pioneer, D.W. Griffith, 
in a rare screening opportunity widi a fas- 
cinating discussion panel who pondered 
die film's moral and ethical values and its 
infiuence as time capsule and propaganda 
material — a commendable and timely 
screening as the public re-examines the 
Civil War and race relations. 

Other films in die celebration included 
Easy Rider, The Wild Bunch, Manhattan, 
Mean Streets, Will Penny, Touch of Evil 
and even a screening of Dumbo rounding 
out the tribute to Americana. Samuel Z. 
Arkoff was present to give insights into 
his particular genius, and the issue of cen- 
sorship was explored in die 1967 docu- 
mentary about mental health care Titicut 
Follies by Frederick Wiseman. 

The Festival offered World Premieres 
of Abbe Wool's Roadside Prophets and 
Son of Darkness: To Die For 2, directed 
by David F. Price. Regional premieres 
included director Michael Tolkin's The 
Rapture, Gus Van Sant, Jr.'s My Own 
Private Idaho and director Martin David- 
son's Hard Promises starring Festival 
board member Sissy Spacek. Of local in- 
terest were seven short films presented by 
students from Regent University. Norfolk 
native Tim Reid {Frank's Place, WKRP In 
Cincinnati) was the moderator of an open 
discussion of Black film pioneer Oscar 
Micheaux's work Birthright, the panel 
consisting of Associate Professor Jane 
Gaines of Duke University and Jean 
Firstenberg, Director of The American 
Film Institute (who provided the print of 
die film). 

In the opening remarks, Firstenberg 
praised the Festival as one of the best in 
die country, applauding Robert Gazzale for 
his outstanding work as Festival Director 
and for die quality level of the film prints 
and events. (Firstenberg is the banner-car- 
rier for the cause of preserving and restor- 
ing film). 

One of the Festival's most enjoyable 
events was die Paint Me Now Dance Party 
featuring 60s pop painter Peter Max, who 
drew sketches over T-shirts on lucky win- 
ners picked from die audience. The dance 
floor was a miniature disco widi slide pro- 
jector and video images shown on the 
walls and hanging sheets; most everyone 
enjoyed the booze, loud music, and 
"happening" atmosphere.

Raul Julia is a bravura Gomez Addams, seething 
with Latino passion and a lust for life, as well as for his 
wife Morticia, coolly played by Anjelica Huston. 

"Don't torture yourself, Gomez. That's my job..."

roses. The overt perversity would never have played 
over the 60s airways, but, happily, in this film, there is 
a wonderful balance of macabre and satire. The acting is 
so natural that it takes a moment for the humor to sink 
in, as the cast deadpans its way through puns that really 
(sorry) slay you!

One of the best performances comes from Christina 
Rice! as Wednesday, the serene daughter who plays ex- 
istential games with her brother Pugsley (Jimmy 
Workman of Fairfax, Va.) Ricci is a talented young- 
actress who holds her own in this high-powered cast. 

The Special Effects department has a field day with 
"Thing", the disembodied human hand who is liberated 
from his prior television abode — a black box — walk-

mented spider. Interestingly, Thing displays a lot of 
emotion, and, although not completely a human being, 
is a loyal and functioning part of this close-knit family. 
Caroline Thompson {Edward Scissorhands) and 
Larry Wilson's {Beetlejuice) screenplay poruays the 
"normal humans" in this worid as, at best, hypocritical 
fools, in contrast to the bonded family unit of the Ad- 
damses. Fester's return from limbo plays up this aspect 
as he is accepted back into the fold. 

For all their perversities. The Addams Family is re- 
ally quite normal and loving, a fact which gets lost 
upon first viewing the film. It simply makes more 
sense as it is seen for the second time, when it is easier 
to accept them for who (and what) they are. 

Go to the theater embracing The Addams Family, 
and, like Thing, the movie will run away with you!

The film makers gave in- 
sight into the process of filming, editing, 
and decision making.

In 
all, it was a pleasant experience, with fall 
leaves and gorgeous counuyside, fantastic 
films and just enough celebrities around 
each comer to make you catch your breath!

Spirited 1776 Opens With A Bang

Founders Inn Dinner Theatre — 

If 1776, the premiere produclion for the 
area's newest theatrical venue, is any indi- 
cation of what we have to look forward to, 
wc wish them a long and healthy life. 
The Tony Award-winning Best Musical of 
1969, 7776 is a meticulously researched, 
funny, provocative and powerfully enter- 
taining look at the Continental Congress 
in the two months leading up to the sign- 
ing of the Declaration of Independence. 
Sherman Edwards' excellent music and 
bilingly witty lyrics combine with Peter 
Stone's intelligent book to create an 
event that goes well beyond the 
"superficiality" often ascribed to musical 
theatre. 

As John Adams, the "obnoxious and 
disliked" firebrand behind the drive for 
American independence, Keith Flippen 
is outstanding. Although much younger 
than the role calls for, Flippen's character- 
ization and intensity are so appropriate, so 
perfectly modulated, ihc age difference be- 
comes negligible. It's no easy job to ex- 
orcise the ghost of an actor like William 
Daniels (Dr. Mark Craig on T.V.'s St. 
Elsewhere) who originated the role on 
Broadway and in the film version. To his 
credit, Flippen makes the role his own 
rather than mimicking his predecessor. If 
Daniels still owns the role, Hippen has a 
good solid lease. 



Tom Story is terrific as Benjamin 
Franklin, legendary sage and genius. 
There are actors who were bom to play 
certain roles; in this case actor and role go 
hand in hand. 

Thom Moore's power and depth of 
emotion as South Carolina's Edward Rut- 
Icdgc almost stop the show cold in the in- 
tense Molasses To Rum, an indicuncnt of 
New England hypocrisy in the Triangle 
Slave Trade. Moore's riveting delivery 
keeps the audience on the edge of their 

scats. 

Also turning in excellent work is 
Kelly Prickett, as the youthful and ex- 
uberant Martha Jefferson. Phillip Jus- 
tice Roebuck's Continental Army 
courier moves the audience to tears with 
Mama Look Sharp, while Howard 
Hoover's Richard Henry Lee moves them 
to tears of laughter in The Lees of Old 
Virginia (although Hoover could stand to 
follow the music a little more closely). 

Mark J. Zillges and Joel Ladd are 
also enjoyable as Col. Thomas McKean 
and the honorable John Hancock, respec- 
tively. Kennan Gudjonsson demon- 
strates what a good actor can do with a 
small part, turning in one of the most 
solid and consistent performances in the 
show as Charles Thompson, Congres- 
sional Secretary. 
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Ain't Misbehavin' For Good Reason 



Wells Theatre — The Virginia 
Stage Co.'s presentation of Ain't 
Misbehavin', a revue conceived by 
Richard Maltby, Jr. and featuring mu- 
sic by the late great Thomas "Fats" 
Waller, affords two firsts for VSC em- 
ployees: One, the opportunity to experi- 
ence a five-minute standing ovation and, 
two, the unusual sight of an audience diat 
doesn't want to leave the theatre. 

Under the inspired hand of direc- 
tor/choreographer Marcia Milgrom 
Dodge, Allen Hidalgo, Gwen Stew- 
art, Kyme, Cynthia Thomas and 
Michael-Leon Wooley sing, dance and 
act their way into the audiences' heart. 
With few words other than lyrics, the five 
create the mood and feel of a Harlem "rent 
party" circa 1940. Although each shines 
individually, it's the crystal clear har- 
monies and incredible vocal conu-ol of the 
ensemble that wows the audience. 

Whether it's an up-tempo The Joint Is 
Jumpin', or the stunning power of the 
ironic Black and Blue, this U-oupe per- 
forms as one, inviting the audience to 
share the feeling. 

Hidalgo and Kyme are superior dancers, 
whose catlike grace is a joy to watch. 
Kyme's hand and arm movements arc par- 
ticularly exquisite. Hidalgo is equally 
fluid, managing to knock the audience out 
with his showstopping Viper's Drag. 

Stewart and Thomas each possess 
enormous vocal and emotional range, al- 



lowing them to carry the soft bluesyness 
of Squeeze Me, the brassiness of Cash For 
Your Trash and the humor and sexiness of 
their duet. Find Out What They Like. 
Wooley's deep bass and appealing presence 
help him steal a moment with his rendi- 
tion of the popular Your Feet's Too Big. 

Rather than attempt to recreate 
Maltby's Tony Award-winning Broadway 
production. Dodge has created a mood and 
setting that's totally her own. Her superb 
staging and exciting choreography keep 
the audience mesmerized. 

James Noone's evocative set, sug- 
gesting a sub-su-eet level period Harlem' 
night spot is terrific as is Kenneth 
Posner's outstanding lighting design. 
Lisa A. Vollrath's 40s-stylc costumes, 
especially Hidalgo's zoot suit, are flatter- 
ing and appropriate, adding to the overall 
effect 

This is the kind of production the 
Stage Company has desperately needed to 
help attract a new and wider ranging audi- 
ence. It's a shame this production will be 
with us for such a short run. Boogie 
down to the Wells and catch it while you 



can.

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Keith Flippen & Tom Story in 1776. 

Disappointing performances are turned 
in by Steele McGonegal, who looks 
the perfect Thomas Jefferson, but whose 
acting and singing are rather stiff; Laurie 
Godfrey, who has the Sweetness of Abi- 
gail Adams, but not the strength or vocal 
qualities necessary to the role; and Greg 
Silva, who attempts to carry the conser- 
vative John Dickinson by use of his excel- 
lent speaking voice alone, forgetting to 
bring depth or any other dimension to the 
role. 

The major problem with this produc- 
tion is Jeffrey Bass's direction. Bass 
moves the cast around the stage in an 
awkward, frequently clumsy fashion. His 
choreography often inhibits the music, in- 
stead of enhancing it. At the climax of 
Cool, Cool Men, a paean to conservative 
values, the chorus salute; Bass, following 
a stage direction in the script, directs Silva 
to raise his hand in what could charitably 
be called a Roman Legionnaires' salute, 



but more frighteningly resembles the Fas- 
cist heil. Scripted or not, the movement 
is inappropriate at best. 

The quality performances turned in by 
most of the leads, make several of Bass's 
lesser casting choices even more puzzling. 
While problems in filling this large cast 
are understandable, audiences paying pro- 
fessional theaue prices have a right to ex- 
pect a totally professional cast. 

On the major plus side, musical direc- 
tor Gary Spell combines live accompa- 
niment with computer synthesized sound, 
to create the effect of a 26-piece orchestra. 
That, in tandem with body-miked actors 
(which would enhance the quality of audi- 
ence enjoyment at any number of area the- 
atres) and the theatre's five-channel Dolby 
surround system, creates as professional a 
sound as can be heard on any stage. 
Bravo. 

Norma Jean Snead, whose original 
costumes were not completed for opening 
night, still managed to dress the actors in 
appropriate period clothing that stood head 
and shoulders above most local produc- 
tions. The unbilled set design is appropri- 
ate, if uninspired. Bill Orsetti's woe- 
fully inadequate lighting design leaves ac- 
tors to play scenes in the dark, with transi- 
tions made awkward by their extreme visi- 
bility. 

All in all, The Founders Inn Dinner 
Theatre is off to an excellent start. While 
not without obvious flaws, 1776 is a solid 
production. Additionally, the quality of 
theatre fare offered by Swan Terrace, the 
Inn's four-star dining room, the impecca- 
ble service, a jazz combo in the lobby be- 
tween acts and after the show, and the 
comfort afforded by the intimate 1 32-seat 
dieatre itself make for an enjoyable, educa- 
tional and, most important, entertaining 
evening of theatrical and dining fare.

Love Letters Stamped "1st Class" 



Doughboys — A.R.Gurney's 

Love Letters is the story of a man and a 
woman whom the audience comes to 
know through the reading of their "love 
letters." Over a forty year span, we sec 
them grow and mature, dealing with life's 
transitions and the changing relationship 
they share. As brought to life by director 
Sylvia Harmon and Lime-Light 
Productions' On Parole Players, 
their story is beautifully presented. 

The simple setting of this play/reading 
easily adapts to the stark atmosphere and 
is, fortunately, fascinating enough to 
overcome the sub-zero temperature of the 
freezing oceanfront bar. 

Sherman Edmondson is perfectly 
cast as Melissa Gardner, the jet-set fcmme 
fatale and love interest of Andrew Make- 
peace Ladd III, played with a great deal of 
sympathy by Tom Harris. These veteran 
performers breathe spirit into this lengthy 
reading. Although they never address each 
other directly, as they sit side by side on 
the bare stage reading their letters, they 



manage to connect with each other and the 
script. 

Edmondson plays Melissa's youthful 
exuberance with relish, in contrast to the 
traumatic ending of her life years later. 
Harris is equally entertaining in develop- 
ing Andrew's boyish charms, yet loses 
none of the realistic pragmatism of his 
later maturity and public position. 

Harmon's direction is firm and dra- 
matic, going for both laughs and tears and 
getting them. Hopefully she will be 
blessed with other equally adept casts, as 
Love Letters is performed here — as in die 
New York, L.A. and other major produc- 
tions — with a different cast in the roles 
each weekend.

Generic Theater — To begin with, 
il should be noted that Ted Talley's 
script for Coming Attractions is sick, 
twisted, perverted and outrageous. It's also 
one of the funniest, most bitingly intelli- 
gent satires on current American social 
mores to be seen on a local stage in recent 
memory. 

Lonnie Wayne Burke (Charlton J. 
Vogt) is a third-rate crook saved from his 
much deserved anonymity by fourth-rate 
theatrical agent/hustler, Manny Alter 
(Mark Shampine). Alter grooms his 
new client to be the newest "name" serial 
killer on the block — in the process turn- 
ing him into an instant media darling and 
star of the first magnitude. 

Shampine is outstanding as the slimy 
Alter, nuancing every moment of the 
agent with a humor which forces you to 
love this human parasite. Likewise, Vogt 
is perfect casting as the baby-faced killer, 
combining moments of sheer psychosis 
with complete innocence and incompre- 
hension. 

As a kind of Greek chorus cum outpa- 
tient clinic, Michael Joyner, Russell 
Hackney and Sheila Walters are out- 
standing. Changing characters faster than 
first-time offenders are let back on the 
street (it's in the show), the three manage 
to create full-blown, fully-realized (if to- 
tally off-the-wall), real people. Joyner's 
Sammy Dazzle and television director; 
Hackney's German shrink and Shiite co- 
median; and Wallers's eyewitness and court 
stenographer, in particular, are comic mas- 
terpieces. Honorable mention goes to 
Marjorie Shaw's vapid and vacuous 
Miss America. 

Director Aggie Alt has wisely opted 
to step back and allow her cast to run 
wild. With a less talented ensemble it 
might have meant disaster. Instead, it's 
simply hysterical — and eerily real. 

Elwood Robinson's set seems, at 
times, to impede action rather than push it 
along at its standard breakneck pace. Even 
so, it adds more than subuacts from the 
overall effect. The multi-media video and 
sound design by Alt and Elizabeth Nor- 
ton adds little to the production, some- 
times stopping its momentum cold. 

Minor quibbles aside. Coming Attrac- 
tions is a riotous, thought-provoking 
romp with several great performances. 
See it while you can.

Stoops Takes A Deserved Bow

Fulfilling Our Town 

James- York Playhouse — Octo- 
genarian director Howard Scammon, 

theater professor emeritus and former dean 
of the Department of Theater at the Col- 
lege of William and Mary, uses a gentle 
hand to evoke fine performances from his 
cast in the Williamsburg Players' current 
production of Thornton Wilder's Our 
Town. 

Scammon breathes life into Wilder's 
classic in a satisfying and fulfilling man- 
ner, nailing Wilder's vision and timeless 
message — love life while you're living it. 
In a standout performance, veteran 
Tim Morgan, as Howie Newsome, is 
the epitome of New England homespun. 
Frances Ross is perfectly cast as Pro- 
fessor Willard, milking the part for all it's 
worth. 

Roland Magee carries the show as 
the Stage Manager, never letting the pace 
drag, solidly playing Wilder's intentions in 
his monologues. 

Emily Roderer and J. Gregory 
Hodges are splendid as Emily Webb and 
George Gibbs in a pair of refreshingly 
clear performances. They falter when they 
try to portray their characters as adults, but 
it hampers neither the production or its 
resolution. 

Grant Olson delivers a reliably pol- 
ished performance as the likeable Dr. 
Gibbs; and William Suber, as Editor 
Webb, is extremely charming and sympa- 
thetic. Suber's scene with Hodges is 
played tenderly with a great sense of hu- 
mor. 

Kate Collins, as Mrs. Gibbs, is 
firm but stiff, and Taylor Evan gives an 
intense performance as Mrs. Webb — also 
representing the strong-willed qualities of 
mothers from that era. 

The production never sinks into senti- 
mentality; in fact, it drives steadily along, 
hitting its marks with precision and dra- 
matic flair. The small, intimate stage of 
the James- York Playhouse is a wee bit 
close for the theatrical style of this piece 
but Scammon uses this to advantage by 
drawing the audience into this wonderful 
show. 

Cast and crew deserve a long ovation 
for their efforts. 



Williamsburg Lodge Audito- 
rium — Oliver Goldsmith's 1773 
comedy. She Stoops To Conquer, or The 
Mistakes In the Night, continues to 
demonstrate its durability in a rollicking 
presentation by Colonial Williams- 
burg's Virginia Company of 
Comedians, currently in their 42nd year. 
The evening is highlighted by an excellent 
script, fine direction and a capable cast 
skilled in period acting style. 

Director Claud ine Carew has mas- 
terfully recreated the atmosphere of Geor- 
gian theatre, inviting the audience to react 
in Colonial fashion by talking back to the 
performers (no rotten vegetables, please!). 

Actors respond in kind by thanking the 
audience or emphasizing pertinent emo- 
tions. Actors are also permitted (in period 
style) to steal bows, lending the perfor- 
mance some of its most amusing mo- 
ments. Tongue-in-cheek is taken to the 
limit as actors run off and back onstage af- 
ter a comedic scene to take bows in fake 
humility. This is funny stuff, folks! 

Stealing the most bows (and the rest of 
the show) is Steve Holloway as coun- 
trified clown Tony Lumpkin, whose 
schemes backfire on him time and again. 
Holloway brings a huge amount of inven- 
tion and wit to his characterization. 

The buffoonery involves Lumpkin 
playing a joke on two visiting gentlemen 
— Hastings (a charming and elegant Tres 
Matthews) and Marlow (a skillfull Ed 
Whitacre). He Uicks them into believ- 
ing they are lost when, in fact, they are at 
their destination. 

Lumpkin convinces them that Squire 
Hardcastle, who they intended to visit, is a 



backward country innkeeper. John 
Hamant is likeable as the harried Hard- 
castle, lending pomposity and chagrin to 
the proceedings. Along the way, Hastings 
and Marlow are mixed up in inu-igucs with 
Hardcastle's daughter Kate (an effective, 
daintily dizzy Margaret Thomas) and 
his niece Constance (played to perfection 
by Deborah Hippie). 

Whitacre's stuttering courting of 
Thomas is pure comic genius; Matthews 
and Hippie bring pastoral romance to a 
new high. 

Holloway is further bothered by his 
mother, Mrs. Hardcastle, played by 
Mamie Ruth Hitchens Blanton with 
incredible energy and an interpretation, in 
the words of the prologue, "equal to any 
on the London stage. " Stanley Beadle, 
Russ Lawson and Charles Bush por- 
tray the bumbling servants with character- 
izations that would make the Disney ani- 
mation team proud. An elegant and pleas- 
ing Robert Chandler rounds out the 
cast as Sir Charles Marlow. 

Carew uses the enormous talent and 
skill of her cast to good advantage; rarely 
do you see period pieces performed this 
well. Playing in continuing repertory 
with The Irish Widow, another 18th cen- 
tury play. Stoops uses an accurate repro- 
duction of a wing and shuuer set, designed 
by Bush. Costuming by Carolee Bush 
puts the icing on this sumptuous dessert. 
This production is a must see.

Wells Theatre — Forget everything 
you've heard or read about the Virginia 
Stage Company's internal wranglings 
and woes. If their production of Edward 
Albee's dark and brutal Who's Afraid 
of Virginia Wooff? is an indication of 
where they're going and, more to the 
point, how they're intending to get there, 
this 13th season may prove to be all too 
short. 

Barbara Andres presents Martha, 
long in the tooth daughter of a small uni- 
versity's president, as a raucous, booming 
nightmare — venomous, betraying and 
vengeful. Ross Bickell brilliantly ex- 
poses the inner windings of the seemingly 
oafish college professor, George, uncover- 
ing a man possessed of impaling, eviscer- 
ating hau-eds. Together they drag each 
other through the many quick change dis- 
positions and feints they've developed as 
an antidote to their desperately unfulfilling 
lives. What's more, they actually seem to 
enjoy the process. 

Into this minefield comes Jack 
Koenig as Nick, scholar, achiever and 
archetype of American 60s macho. 
Kathy Danzer as Honey, his wife, is 
proper and meek to the point of begging 
to be strangled. As the four bicker and 
menace, threaten and assault one another, 
perception rises from one of initial shock 
to the realization that intimacy in its most 
crystalline sense is being redefined before 
our eyes. The "games", played among. 



against and with one another while awash 
in alcohol and powerful resentments, are 
brutal and intelligent, their intention to 
wound plain and unnerving. 

To the one, the performances are uni- 
formly spectacular; collectively, they are 
shattering. The high level energy ex- 
change continues straight through the 
three-plus hour presentation, ultimately 
leaving the audience winded and unsettled 
at the curious and powerfully stark conclu- 
sion. 

The play's savage ability to haul an au- 
dience all over the emotional map is 
clearly understood by Director Charles 
Towers. Cruelty and spleen are displayed 
in abundance, balanced with remorse and 
disabling fear. The pacing misses no 
moments. E. David Cosier's set de- 
sign is almost creepily neat, Lisa 
Vollrath's costuming is first class and 
Nancy Schertier's lighting is austere, 
beautiful and haunting. 

Nearly three decades ago Edward Albee 
turned his peculiar sardonic eye (and a 
chain saw) to the public images and pri- 
vate foibles of what was then a very differ- 
ent American dream. His acutely drawn 
perceptions of the state of conflict and in- 
fectious disillusionment among uriditional 
"intimates" stand as one of the most sig- 
nificant plays in the history of American 
theatre.

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Corpse Dies Painfully At LTVB 



Little Theatre of Virginia Beach 
— Corpse! is described as a comedy- 
thriller by Gerald Moon. The plot has 
so many repetitive twists it's not a 
question of whodunnit, but who's he doing 
it to this time. 

James McDaniel 5th plays the dual 
roles of evil, but poor, Evelyn Farrant, 
plotting the murder of evil, but rich, twin 
brother Rupert. Bruce Mitchell is hit- 
man Major Ambrose Powell. Oralie 
Wilhite as landlady McGee and Ned 
Alderman as Constable Hawkins round 
out the cast. 

None of the characters seem real nor arc 
they animated enough to become cartoon- 
ish. They are, overall, simply people act- 
ing as other people. McDaniel makes a 
valiant effort at creating two individuals 
and Mitchell's Powell begins to come to 
life in Act II, but it's not enough. 

The revolving set is an ambitious un- 



dertaking, instantaneously turning the en- 
tire play area from cramped Soho flat to 
spacious Regents Park house. Each con- 
tains a number of trap doors, false bot- 
toms and various escapes which allow the 
"twins" to disappear and reappear with 
laudable speed. Sadly, some touches arc 
overlooked, i.e. when the kitchen door 
opens, the interior workings of the set are 
visible. The technical aspects are so 
abundant they easily overpower the acting. 

Co-directors Gary Welch and Bob 
Sauls have spent so much time on the 
technical aspects of the show that appar- 
ently they didn't have enough left to create 
the same reality with their actors. 

Act I is a cliffhangcr that draws the au- 
dience back to see what happens. At the 
final curtain, there is still some wonder.

The point of this comedy (as written) 
is that these arc bad actors — really bad. 



In Dicklin's puppet show we see only buf- 
foonery — no real contrast between their 
"bad acting" and themselves as real people. 

Cliff Hoffman's Lejeune comes off 
as a boring, shallow actor on stage, but is 
equally boring and shallow as his "real 
person", missing the empathy between 
him and Dottie, played by Betty Brig- 
man in the show's best performance. 

Brigman doesn't resort to the mugging 
or the mad clamoring of her castmates, in- 
stead playing the comedy with believable 
naturalness and intention. 

The direction blows away audience in- 
volvement by its overstatement; the audi- 
ence strains throughout the first act to un- 
derstand the flurry of activity and plot 
hurling past them. 

Dicklin could have trusted this fine en- 
semble's talent, building them to a peak 
by the third act, but instead forces them to 
keep the maniacal pace throughout, blend- 
ing everything into a blur.

Fingered D^jointed 

Before Fingereds Dec. 1 1 premiere at Norfolk's Nam Expanded Cinema, a crew 
member humbly mentioned its origin as a locally produced, low-budget film, shot entirely 
in Virginia Beach. That means don't expect an Academy Award winner. 

Amateurish acting, scripting and plot not withstanding, pulling Fingered off is an 
achievement. Given the difficulties involved in even low-budget film production, the fact 
that a finished product ever got to the screen is remarkable in itself. 

Louis (Raymond Brown) is a hit man hired to gun down Felicity (Julia Howard), an 
old girlfriend gone bad (shades of Prizzi's Honor). Brown and Howard are credible at 
times. Perhaps with some acting classes they'll hit that mark more often. Howard's dismay 
is unbelievable. She comes off as an airhead rather than a streetwise gangster's moll. 
Brown is ramrod stiff, never revealing any depth or dimension to his character. The film's 
lone standout performance belongs to George Hasenstab as "The Boss." Hasenstab 
manages to make atrocious lines sound almost authentic. What Fingered needs are some 
intentional laughs — as drama it's ineffective. 

Director David Lemay Haycox might have encouraged his cast to loosen up and relax 
a bit as wel 1 as condensed several interm inable scenes. Suspense needs to build and release. 
Fingered offers no climax, even in the "presumptuously" bloody scene where Louis gives 
Felicity a "manicure." (Hence the double entendrfe of the title. Get it?) 

The script does manage one successful twist. After plodding through Louis' and 
Felicity's ongoing conflict (will he or won't he shoot her?), she shoots him. He's better off.

Bui, 
it can also be headed off by anybody with sufficicnl knowledge and the will lo 
apply that knowledge.

Two gangs 
charged with 
240 counts 

Charges stem from 
Rock Creek fight 

Members of the Virginia Beach 
Dqjartment's Fourth Precinct re- 
cently secured warrants charging 16 
individuals, claiming to be mem- 
bers of two gangs, with 240 felony 
chaiges. 

TJiese charges stem from an al- 
tercation occurring on Oct. 22, 
1991, at about 8:15 p.m. when the 
two groups met to fight in the 
4000 block of Peridot Drive in 
Rock Creek. During the altercation, 
several shots were fired and four 
homes were struck by stray gunflre. 

Of the 16 persons charged, seven 
are adults and nine are juveniles. As 
of late last week, all but one adult 
and one juvenile have been arrested. 

Three juveniles are charged with 
10 counts each of malicious assault 
by a mob and conspiracy to commit 
malicious assault. 

Five juveniles are charged with 
six counts each of malicious assault 
by a mob, and conspiracy to com- 
mit malicious assault.

Committee formed

City Council has commissioned 
the Planning Department and the 
Planning Commission to create a 
greenways and trails plan to provide 
areas for bicycles, horseback trails 
and walking/jogging \imls. 

Council has also established a 
committee to serve for one year to 
assist the Planning Department in 
an advisory capacity. 

The committee will consist of 
three people from the Greenways 
for Growth Organization (one of 
whom shall be designated by the 
mayor), one representative of the 
Planning Commission, one person 
from the Department of Parks and 
Recreation, two persons who are 
located in neighborhoods near Vir- 
ginia Power and railway easements, 
two citizens fiom the rural areas of 
the city, two registered professronal 
landscape architects, representatives 
from the bicycling participants in 
the area and other persons council 
may designate. 

The plan, suggested by Council 
member Reba S. McClanan, would 
include the city's Master Bikeway 
Plan with additions or deletions if 
appropriate. 

According to the resolution 
adopted last week by council, the 
plan would promote and encourage 
the efficient and economical devel- 
opment of bikeways, greenways and 
trail systems within subdivisons 
encouraging their interconnection 
between contigious subdivisions 
and among activity centers within 
tlK city as well as neight>oring ju- 
risdictions and to include areas of 
pototiial development

rights-of-way and casements, rail-

ginia Beach Reading Council. 

The decision to become a teacher is a tough one for some peo- 
ple, because though, the personal rewards of this vocation are 
potentially great, many believe teachers arc not financially com- 
pensated for all they do. And unfortunately, sometimes teachers 
arc not as respected by the mainstream of society as some other 
professionals, though they should be. 

Surc, there arc some teachers who are not outstanding, but the 
ones who are, like Barclay, pay in blood and sweat to help stu- 
dents during prime developmental years. 

These days one has to put in a lot of time and money just to 
stay certified to teach, and more and more teachers are earning 
masters and Ph.D.s to keep on top of the latest in the fields and 
to fine tune their teaching skills. 

Teachers, on average, make about $30,000 a year in the city 
which is not a lot, considering what they could make with thei 
education and abilities.

There are many reasons why 
Virginians should be proud of the 
public system of higher education 
that they have builL Many of the 
Commonwealth's publicly-assisted 
institutions of higher education 
have appeared on lists of the na- 
tion's best and most atunctive col- 
leges and universities, and as a 
consequence they have become 
magnets for students from around 
the nation who seek a first class 
education. 

Part of the Commonwealth's 
success has stemmed from its pol- 
icy of encouraging each of its col- 
leges to develop distinctive 
specialities and programs. As a re- 
sult, a remarkably large number of 
these programs are nationally 
ranked and an impressive number of 
institutions have attained national 
recognition in the specialities they 
have chosen. 

- This record of success now is in 
^opardy. Within the last 18 
months, the general fund base bud- 
gets of Virginia's publicly-assisted 
colleges havj been reduced by more 
than $160 million, or about 16.6 
percent By 1991, Virginia's general 
fund support per student had fallen 
to 30lh among the 50 states, U^il- 
ing such states as Arkansas and 
barely ahead of states such as North

Dakota. The Commonwealth's 
general fund support per student 
now is more than $1,000 less than 
the national average, and recently 
announced reductions in higher 
education budgets will exacerbate 
this situation. 

At the same time, the tuition and 
fees students must pay at their 
publicly-assisted institutions of 
higher education have climbed to 
fourth highest in the nation, trail- 
ing only Vermont, Pennsylvania, 
and Delaware. Recenuy announced 
plans to increase tuition and fees by 
as much as 40 percent over the next 
two years will cause this situation 
to deteriorate further, and doubtless 
will result in some Virginians be- 
ing unable to afford higher educa- 
tion. 

Changes in funding of the mag- 
nitude that I just have outlined do 



not occur overnight. In 1980, 
higher education claimed 1S.3 per- 
cent of the Commonwealth's total 
general fund appropriations; by 
1986. only 14.5 percent; by 1990, 
only 13.0 percent There are signs 
that this alarming trend may con- 
tinue; 

There are at least two reasons 
why Virginia cannot afford to re- 
duce its investment in higher 
education further. First, while it is 
not commonly recognized, the 
Commonwealth's publicly-assisted 
colleges face a tidal wave of addi- 
tional students who will demand 
entrance to these institutions. The 
number of college students in Vir- 
ginia will increase by almost 
70.000 by 2000. We must begin to 
prepare for these students now by 
expanding the classrooms and labo- 
ratories of our publicly-assisted 
colleges. A carefully devised general 
obligation bond issue or similar 
bonding mechanism is the best way 
to do so. 

Second, higher education is criti- 
cal to both the x)uality oif life of 
Virginians and the Common- 
wealth's economic development. 
One recent study of why some 
states and meut>politan areas grow 
faster than others (David Birch's Job 
Creation in America), concluded 
that universities are the 
"wellspring" of the high innovation 
economy in which we live, and that 
"it is access to brains, not energy, 
that counts."

Respite Care for die elderiy is

Respite care is al.so available to 
Virginia Beach families caring 
for an adult over die age 18 who 
suffers from Alzheimer's Disease 
or a related disordfer. 

The purpose of Uic program is 
to give families a break, or a % 



absence. Most families use respite 
care a few hours a week in order to 
go shopping or just to go out to 
lunch. A mondily support group is 
also available for families in the 
program. 

Respite care is a city service 
which also receives funding from 
SEVAMP, the Alzheimer's Demen- 
tia Center of Hampton Roads, and 
community and memorial dona- 
tions. The cost of die service is 
$4.35 an hour, however, die fee 
may be adjusted according to die 
older person's income. 

Respite care has been provided in 
Virginia Beach since 1981, and was

"Reading is a joy" says reading teacher of year Judy Barclay 
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"It's not always a matter of 
i|i(e1ligence. Many don't have a 
history of reading and don't see it as 
a valuable skill." 

Barclay doesn't lecture to stu(tenLs 
about how important reading is - 
she attempts to show them be 
getting them interested in current 
events with newspaper and 
magazine clips, encouraging them 
to use the comput»^ and bringing in 
piops from home to go iJong with 
class reading assignments. 

"I tell them to read anything - 
cartons, cereal boxes - anything's a 
start" 

Sixth grade students in public 
schools are given standardized tests, 
which, if they don't pass, disqualify 
them from earning ninth grolc 
credits. Its Barclay's job to help 
them raise their test scores. That 
means working with students 
during their activity beUs, in 
addition to helping teach basic 
English classes. 

"1 stay busy all day," Barclay 
said, "and the day p)es by quickly." 

She said the satisfaction she 



receives as a teacher comes from 
not only seeing students improve, 
but .seeing them get excited about 
reading. 

She said she uys to key in on 
subjects that teens like, to spark 
their excitement. 

"Teenagers like to read about 
teenagers," she said, "and they 
enjoy using the computer." 

Teaching students to read goes 
hand in hand with teaching them to 
write, Barclay said. 

"I enjoy reading what they've 
written - it has given me a lot of 
insight who what young people are 
like," she said. 

She teaches students from all 
types of backgrounds. Some 
Virginia Beach Junior High School 
students arc from upper jukI middle 
class homes, many at the North 
end, while others are from poorer 
neighborhoods like Seatack and 
Friendship Village. 

"As a teacher, 1 have to realize 
I'm dealing with some t^ns who 
arc lucky just to make it to 
school," ^ said. "Sometimes j^m 
have to have a delicate touch with 
them. You can't force learning 



upon them, but at the same time, 
you sometimes need to." 

Barclay has an extra dose of 
insight about working with teens 
having trouble reading, siiKe one of 
her own sons has a learning 
disability. 

"I watched as this child, 
originally misdiagnosed as mentally 
retarded, evolved into a self- 
confident youngster because the 
educational opportunities were 
available," she wrote in an essay, 
which helped qualify her for he 
Virginia Beach Reading Tether of 
the Year honor. "He is now in 
college. He reaffiims every day my 
belief that each child, no matto- his 
ability, (teserves an education that 
fits his individual needs. 

"I fully believe that e^h child 
should have all the opportunities 
available to achieve his potential," 
Barclay continued. "My hairiest 
moments are spent watching 
students finally succeed at 
something they ««re initially afraid 
to do." 

After rKeiving a B.S. degree in 
English and Social Studies at East 
Carolina University, Barclay taught 



for a year in N.C. before becoming 
a Social Services disability 
specialist in for nine years in 
Raleigh, N.C, during which lime 
she also served as a medical social 
worker. After taking six years off 
from full-lime work to raise her 



sons, she relumed to school at Old 
Dominion University, where she 
was an "outstanding graduate" in 
the reading education field. 

She taught at Princess Anne and 
Kempsville junior highs, before 
coming to Virginia Beach Junior 



seven years ago. 

She said, hopefully, her future 
will keep her planted. 

"I love what I do." she said. "I 
have no doubt that I have made the 
right d(x:ision"

Peirtoroke Meadows and 
Pembroke Shores residents 
saw a full-fledged puMc road 
connecting the two sub- 
divisions as a threat to the 
area's ambiance and safety. 



Old Donation's attorney, Ed 
Bourdon, told council that his 
clients spent millions of dollars to 
acquire waterfront property and 
needed to extend Pembroke Boule- 
vard. He said that the lots in the 
subdivision are worth less without 
an extension of the road. He said 
that the road has served as an access 
for historic Ferry Farm and the de- 
veloper is asking council not to 
take any action. Changing the con- 
ditions would force the developer to 
fight for economic survival, said 
Bourdon. 

Hawthorne said that the layout 
now is a deterrent to criminals and 
the residents do not want direct ac- 
cess to the neighborhood. Access to 
Old Donation is by way of 
Cheswick Lane. 

He said that the citizens under- 
stood that Pembroke Boulevard 
would not be extended and submit- 
ted petitions with signatures of 680 
residents opposing the extension. 

Willenbrink, immediate past 
president of the civic league, started 
out by saying, "Welcome to the 
Donnybrook of Old Donation 
Farms." He said that the commu- 
nity has a beautiful, aesthetic park, 
and City Council decided in Febru- 
ary of 1988 to close the boulevard. 

Hany Gurioli, of Whitcchapel 
Road, said that the people under- 
stood the developer wanted to con- 
struct as few roads as possible. 
Barricades were put up, the garden 
club put in plants and the people 
gave no thought to a road. Opening 
the community to traffic would 
change the nature of the commu- 
nity, he said. 

Jim Furlough, Pembroke Mead- 
ows Recreation Cento* director, said 
that the community has plans for 
improving the pool, and plans for a 
pavilion and clubhouse, and people 
may not agree to become monbers 
of the jxak if the road is extended. 

Roben A Finley, a former presi- 
dent of the Pembroke Meadows 
Civic League, said that he had not 
opposed the developittettt tJTOW 
Donation Farms, but the Gfie|m< 
of the road. Now, CM Detmaa 
Farms has adequate access through 
Cheswick Lane. Also, he said the 
road would be put on public prop- 
eny, an unnecessary public Inirden 
and not desired by most peq}le in 
the area. Only one ccnporation will 
benefit, he said. 

Jeanne Delli Caisini submitted a 
petition signed by residents of Old 
Donation Farms agreeing with their 
Pembroke neighbors. She said that 
the neighborhood gtt street li|^ts 
in November, and a lot of Ikde 
things that the developers should 
have ftffnished eariio-. 

Carol Giffioli said that the devel- 
oper is asking the city to help him 
solve a private problem - market- 
ing. 

Jones agreed with Bourdon that 
Bourdon had not adted for the con- 
dition to come before council. "I 
did." He said that council would not 
have approved the rez(Hiing,of the 
propeny if extensi(»i to Pranbroke 
Bcnilevard had beoi part of the plan. 
The devek^)a had ongitMy wanted 
to resurface the nine-foot lane and 
allow traffic to cross one way at a 
time. The city considered this too 
hazardous with a lake <m one side 
and a marsh on the other and the 
stabili^ of the earthot dam un- 
known. 



Council asking 
to study booze 
in nelghborhooi^ 

City Council is sending over to 
the Planning CoBmissiCMi a pob- 
lem that zoning akmg has faiM ts 
correct - the conflict between 
restaurants that serve alcoholic 
beverages and nearby residential 
neighborhoods. 

At the request of Vice Mayor 
Robot E. Fentress, council is uk- 
ing the Planning Commission to 
study the issue and to prescribe a 
strategy for dealing with it 

Fentress pointed out that Uie 
amendments to the zoning (mii- 
nances do nw solve the pn^lem erf 
preexisting establishments which 
are grandfathered, causing frustra- 
tion to residents of certain neigh- 
borhoods. AIm, similar esi^lish- 
ments that are not grandfathwed 
consider the restrictions are in- 
equitaMe. 
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
